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LONDON RIOTERS PUNISHED 


MANY OF HEM SENTENCED 
IO IMPRISONMENT. 

MR. GLADSTONE AND MR. BRADLAUGH 
ADVISE THE RADICALS TO OBEY THE 
LAW UNTIL IT IS TESTED. 

LonpDoN, Nov. 14.—Seventy-five men who 
were arrested for taking part iu the disturbances 
here yesterday were arraigned in the Bow- 
Btreet Police Court this morning and charged 
with rioting. Many were fined, while others 
Were sentenced to from four to six months’ im- 
prisonment at hard labor. 

It ia stated that Mrs. Annie Besant, who was 
with one of tne sections desiring to enter Traf- 
algar-square yesterday, made an earnest re- 
quest to be arrested with Burns and Graham. 
Burns and Graham were remanded for trial and 
admitted to bail. 

Whiie the struggle between the police and 
people was going on, an old man with a snow- 
white beard began haranguing a small crowd. 
A policeman ordered him to move on, but he 
pretended not to hear and put his ear close to 


the constable’s mouth, who bawled out: “ Agi- 
tator.” The old man did not stop, however, but 
held a thick stick good-humoredly in front of 
the constable’s nose and closed his speech amid 
great laughter. 

Lord Salisbury, after an interview with Home 
Secretary Matthews to-day, sent to Sir Charles 
Warren the thanks of the Government for his 
admirable plans to suppress a disturbance in 
Trafalgar-square yesterday. In respouse to 
numerous offers Mr. Matthews proposes to en- 
roll householders as special constables to assist 
the police against the mob if rioting is threat- 
ened on next Sunday. 

Mr. Gladstone, replying to the Secretary of the 
London Radical Club, wrote as follows to-day: 
“TIT think you will expect me to meet your re- 
quest by an explicit auswer, expressing the best 
judgment whicn, while absent from the scene, I 
am able to form onthe deplorable disturbances 
of yesterday. As I understand the matter, the 
Home Secretary stated on Saturday, for the in- 
formation of the public, that he intended to pre- 
Vent yesterday’s meeting in Trafalgar-square, 
gol believed that its prevention was within his 
legal power. The question is one of great moment 
tothe inhabitants of London, particularly to those 
who are at present unemployed and in circuin- 
Stances of distress. It will be generally feit 
that the state of the law in regard to it ought to 
be promptly tested and ascertained. Until a 
decision can be had itis the duty of every citi- 
zen to refrain from all resistance to the decision 
of the executive Government, which is clearly 
entitled to administer the laws according to 
what it may be advised is their true construc- 
tion. Such abstinence is, I think, due to the 
high eharacter of London for the maintenance 
of public order and to the respect we owe to the 
law and the mode in which it is usually ap- 
plied through the medium of the admirable 
police of the metropolis. But [ must add that 
an appeal to Parliament and the nation on the 
grave and solemn issues now raised by the pro- 
ceedings of the Government in Ireland would 
suffer disastrous prejudice were 1t to be asso- 
ciated in any manner by those who make the 
appeal with the metrvupolitan disturbances.” 
There is little doubt that Mr. Gladstone’s ad- 
Vice will be followed. 

in a letter written before yesterday’s disturb- 
ances Mr. Gladstone said: ‘*I am unanle to pro- 
nounce upon the law of the question. If it is on 
Rir Charles Warren’s side, (and I am bound to 
assume that he has examined it,) I should be 
Rlow to question the exercise of his discretion.” 

Mr. Bradlaugh, member of Parliament, has 
written a letter protesting against the prohibi- 
tion of meetings in Trafalgar-square. He de- 
nounces what he calls the brutal conduct of the 
Gorerument, but he appeala to workmen to 
leave the right of holding publtic meetings to the 
law courts and the vindication of Parliament. 
His advice, combined with that of Mr. Glad- 
&tone, will be potent with the radical clubs. 
Already the feeling among these clubs is that 
enough has been done to test the question. 

Business on the Stock Exchange to-day was 
‘active and the feeling was buoyant. Foreign 
securities were firm. American railroad securi- 
ties were freely bought, especially toward the 
close and on the street, where buying was 
largely on New-York account. The day’s in- 
creases range from 12 to 2. The settlement, 
Which opened to-day, made favorable progress. 
Moncey waseasy. American railroad coutangoes 
opened at 4to5 per cent. and closed at 34 to 
4142 per cent. Foreigners ranged from 3 to 4}, 
per cent. 

It is reported from Sarakhs that Ayoub Khan, 
who, Lord Salisbury announced, had submitted 
to the British, had 3,000 followers, but gave in 
his submission, trusting to the Queen’s mercy 
land because he was angry with Russia for re- 
fusing to suppiy him with arms and troons. 

Advices from Bokhara state that 4,000 Mollahs 
thave been incited to opposition to the building 
fof a Russian school. The leader of the Mollahs 
‘and 40 of his partisans have been arrested, but 
a riot is considered imminent if the work on the 
schoolis continued. Agul-ul-Mulk will soon visit 
the British Viceroy at Calcutta on important 
business. 

The Princess of Wales and her children wili ar- 
rive in London on Saturday, leaving Fredensborg 
on Thursdayin theroyai yachtdirect for Queen 
borough, where the Prince of Wales will await 
them. 

An intermediate passenger by the steamer 
State of Indiana named Charles Cowatsch, elias 
Ranover, was arrested to-day at Greenock for 
having in his possession fonr dynamite car- 
tridges, each seven inches iong by one in diam- 
elier. and a gutta-percha tube, 18 inches long, 
with copper caps attached. Herefused toanswer 
questions. 

The Queen has appointed the Duke of Norfolk 
special envoy to thank the Pope for sending Mer. 
Beilla to London on the occasion of her jubilee. 
he Duke will start for Rome early in Decem- 

er. 


THE AFFLICTED PRINCE. 
@iis GERMAN PHYSICIANS URGING THE 
EXTIRPATION OF THE LARYNX. 
BERLIN, Nov. 14.—Drs. Bergman, Ger- 
hardt, and Tobold have adopted the report of 
\Dr. Schmidt, in which the extirpation of the 
‘Crown Prince’s larynx is urged. The Crown 
rince has not yet consented to accept this plan 
lof treatment. 
| Kleine’s Journal says that Drs. Bergman and 
‘Schmidt hold that laryngotomy is inevitable in 


‘the case of the Crown Prince. They would only 
‘resort to tracheotomy te save the Prince’s ifoe 
‘in case suffocation was threatened. They main- 
tain the opinion that it would have been better 
‘to have performed the operation months ago, 
and assert that the delay has lessened the 
chance of suecess, although they do not regard 
the Prince’s recovery as impossible. 

Dr. Mackenzie left San Remo to-day for London, 
The sweiling’in the Crown Prince’s throat con- 
tinues to diminish. 

The Emperor siept well last night. Prince 
‘William, who has just returned from a visit to 
hhis father at San Remo, was received at noon by 
‘tthe Emperor. 


After the Emperor received Dr. Schmidt yes- 
‘terday a medical conference was ordered at the 
palace. There were preseut the physicians of 
the household, with Drs. Wegener, Bergmann, 
Gerhardt, Toboldt, and Schmidt. Count von Stol- 
berg, the Minister of the Household, presided. 
A paper was unanimously signed declaring 
that the throat affection of the Crown Prince is 
cancerous and that partial removal of the 
larynx is no longer advisable. Complete ex- 
cision of the larynx is referred to as recom- 
mended by the physicians at San Remo, but 
in the meantime objected to by the Crown 
Prince. The Emperor afterward received Count 
von Stolberg and Dr. Schmidt and asked 
thatthe Crown Prince return to Berlin at the 
soouest possible moment. The Crown Princess 
replied objecting to ber husband@’s traveling in his 
oresent condition. It is reported that the Crown 
Prince is now more willing to submit to an early 
operation. To-day the Emperor, after his 
futerview with Prince William, held a fam- 
ily council, which was attended by Prince 
William and his wife and Prince Henry and 
Princess Charlotte. Inthe afternoon the Em- 
peror was actively at work. He heard reports 
On important matters presented by Gen. Albe- 
eyll, Privy Councilor Wilmoyski, and Count von 
Stolberg. 


San Remo, Noy. 14.—Before leaving for 
London to-day Dr. Mackenzie reported that the 
cancerous growtb in the Crown Prince’s throat 
Was still very small. He denied the statewent 
that the trouble was due to excessive smoking, 
and concurs in the doctrine that the germ of 
eancer is born with the individual. The growth 
as yet does not impede respiration. The Crown 
Prince hae stated that if he decides to submit to 
&%n operation only Dr. Mackenzie will perform it.

THE IRISH LAND WAR. 
MR. O'BRIEN GREATLY EXCITED— MR. 
PYNE HOLDS THE FORT. 

DUBLIN, Noy. 14.—The Freeman’s Journal 
says that the clothes offered to Mr. O’Brien in 
Tullamore Jail were made at Mountjoy Prison 
and were of blue material. They were totally 
unlike the ordinary prison garb. Dr. Moorhead 
has bad an interview with Mr. O’Brien. Hesays 
he found him fiercely excited and coughing fre- 
quently. He complained of a breach of faith on 


the part of the jailers in removing his clothes 
while he was in bed Friday night. 

A meeting of Land Leaguers was held yester- 
day infront of Lisfenny. Castle, Waterford, the 
residenee of Mr. Pyne, member of Parliament, 
for whose arrest a warrant has been issued. Mr. 
Pyne has taken refuge in the castle, which he 
has fortified and intrenched. He addressed the 
crowd through an aperture in the castle. He 
boasted that the building was pertectly fortified, 
and he detied the police to make an assault. 

Acommittee with 730 members, and com- 
posed of highly influential citizens, has been 
formed in Dublin to receive Lord Hartington 
and Mr. Goschen on their intended visit to the 
city. The rpress predicts that the meeting 
these two gentlemen are to attend will be the 
greatest gathering Dublin has seen in a century. 

Areception was given to Mer. Persico, the Pa- 
pal Envoy to Ireland, at Conliffe College, in this 
city, to-day. An address was presented to Mgr. 
Persico by the clergy and municipal authori- 
ties. The Lord Mayor and Councilors were 
present in their robes of office. There were 3,000 
persous in attenaance. Mgr. Persico in express- 
ing his thanks said that the occasion wasa 
demonstration of loyalty and fidelity to the Holy 
Bee, 

Detectives tracked Mr. Cox, member of Par- 
liawent, to his hiding place at Kiladysart, Coun- 
ty Clare, and pursued him. He escaped in a 
small boat, however, and took refuge on an 
isiand. 

The city of Limerick has been proclaimed 
under the Crimes Act. 

While a number of prisoners were being re- 
moved from the Kilrush jail to-day, preparatory 
to their being taken to Limerick, a 
fight took place between the inhabitants of 
the town and the police. Volleys of stones 
were fired at the officers, who in return used 
their batons freely. Several persons were badly 
injured. The riot act was read before order 
could be restored. 

Mr. Dillon has gone to Scotland via Larne and 
Stranaer. Itis presumed that his object is to 
escape the warrant for his arrest. 


LONDON, Nov. 14.—Mr. Morley spoke at 
Edinburgh this evening. He detied anybody to 
say thatthe Liberals were not a million times 
more likely to win now than they were a year 
ago. A year ago, he said, the Liberals were 
trying to reconcile the Unionists; but they 
had since found that the Unionists were trying 
to ensnare them ana to find a pretext for knock- 
ing the bottom out of their policy. He ventured 
to predict that the Unionists would win no more 
seats, 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, in a speech at Bris- 
tol to-night, hinted that he would resume official 
work at an_ early date. He _—iprai-~ed 
Mr. Balfour for the manner in which 
he had _ performed the duties of an 
orerous office. He condemned the Giadstonians 
for countenancing the agitation in Ireland. If 
they had acted otherwise, he said, the 
Crimes act would not have been need- 
ed, He deprecated any hasty decision 
regarding the Land Purehase act and 
advocated a policy in accordance with Mr. 
3right’s suggestion that the transfer of land 
to tenants may be made under the Ashbourne 
act. He asked why the Gladstonians sup- 
ported the plan of campaign when the 
recent Land bill conceded more to Irish 
tenants than Mr. Gladstone had ever 
offered, and he answered the question by assert- 
ing that their action was due to the fact that the 
Irish now expected to get the land for nothing. 
This idea, he said, must be eradicated and the 
supremacy of the law be enforced. 

The Land Commission has reduced rents in 
Limerick 40 per ceut. 


M. WILSON TO BE PROSECUTED. 
BUT PRESIDENT GREVY SAYS HE WILL 

NOT RESIGN—BOULANGER’S RETURN. 

Paris, Nov. 14.—The Temps, the National, 
and the Liberté announce that the preliminary 
examination in the case of M. Wilson has result- 
ed in a demand for his prosecution. The state- 
ment has created a sensation in the legislative 
Chambers, as it is considered to involve the res- 
ignation of President Grévy. It is reported 
that in the Chamber of Deputies to-morrow 


leave will be asked to prosecute M. Wilson. 

The Journal des Débats says that President 
Grévy declares that he will not resign, even if 
the Chamber of Deputies votes that M. Wilson 
must submit to a trial. 

M. Laurent, of the Paris, appeared to-day be- 
fore the commission which is investigaiing the 
Wilson affair. He declared that proofs existed 
that M. Wilson, acting in concert with Gen. 
d’Andlau, procured a decoration foralarge agri- 
culturist for 80,000f. The commission 
ordered the seizure of the documents referred 
to. M. Rovhefort testified that Mme. Sellitre 
complained to him that M. Wilson got 200,000f. 
from her husband for insuring him military 
contracts., and that 700,000f. was paid 
for a contract for rags; also, that 
Viscountess Trederne bribed M. Wilson with 
600,000f. to obtain judgment against her hus- 
band. M. Portalis testified that he had the 
Sellitre check for the rugs contract, and that it 
was indorsed by M. Wilson, who had not ques- 
tioned its authenticity. 

Three of the persons charged with connection 
with the Legion of Honor decoration scandals 
have been convicted. Gen. d’Andiau was sen- 
tenced to prison for tive years, to pay a fine of 
3,000 francs, and to be deprived of all civil and 
political rights. Gen. d’Andlau bas never ap- 
peared fer trial. Mme. Ratazzi was sentenced 
to 13 months’ imprisonment and to pay a fine of 
2,000 franca. Mme. Courteuil was condemned 
to two months’ imprisonment. Stianveur was 
acquitted. 

Gen. Boulanger, who has just been released 
from arrest, has arrived at the Hotel Louvre. 
He alighted from the railway train at Cbhar- 
enton, and drove into Paris, his object being to 
avoid pubiic notice, Later in the day he at- 
tended a meeting of the committee of olticers 
of the Ministry of War which is considering the 
classification of officers. 

The Bourse to-day was firm. The last quota- 
tions were the highest of the day. Three per 
cent. Rentes are up 25c.; Crédit Fonceier 4f. 50c., 
and Suez Canal sbares 5f. 25¢. 

The Siécle publishes documents showing that 
Léon Grévy, the nephew of the  Presi- 
dent, offered to procure a place on 
the Crédit Foncier for a retired notary, M. 
Grougeono, for 15,000f. The notary paid 
the money, but failed to obtain the office. He 
brough an action against Léon Grévy to recover 
the money, but the matter was settled before it 
came into court,

STUFFING THE BALLOT BOX 


THE RUSSELL-CHASH CONTEST 
IN ALBANY COUNTY. 
STARTLING AFFIDAVITS OF FRAUD TO 

BE PRESENTED TO THE CANVASSERS 
—WERE THE FIGURES REVERSED 2? 
ALBANY, Noy. 14.—This ancient town is 
promised a sensation when the County Board of 
Canvassers takes up the returns for Senator to- 
morrow noon. Affidavits have been prepared 
purporting to shuw fraud and bribery in 
the attempt to elect Henry Russell, 
the Republican nominee for Senater. 
Affidavits have already been made public 
by two Republican inspectors of election, 
alleging that an attempt was made to bribe 
them to change the returns 80 as to show that 
Norton Chase, the Democratic candidate, was 
elected. The affidavits now in the hands of the 
Democrats are said to possess more of a sensa- 
tional character than anything that has yet 
been inflicted upon this affidavit-making, election 
law breaking community. The alleged fraud 
occurred in the Eleventh Election District of 
the town of Watervliet, at the Menands polling 
place. The two extremes of social life meet in 
that district. The wealthy residents live on the 
hillside; the toughest of toughs inhabit the hollow 
and lowlands aloug the river. The district 
is naturally Democratic. This year in gave Gen. 
Tracey, the Democratic candidate for Congress, 
and every other Democratic candidate save one, 


the usual Democratic majority. That one Demo- 
crat was Norton Chase, the young David 
who had been selected to give battle 
to Goliatn and his hosts In the other 
10 districts of Waterviiet, Chase = ran 
side by side with the Demoe¢ratic candidate for 
Congress. The latter led him a little, but the 
figures to the practised politician’s eye show 
that little or nu cutting of either candidate oc- 
curred. Inthe Menands district, however, the 
public is requested to believe that Chase 
only had 186 votes, while Russell had 
282, whereas Tracey had 275 votes and Bailey, 
the Republican candidate for Congress, had 
194. Chase's friends insist that the figures 
have been reversed in the interest of Russell 
and they will produce their startling affi- 
davits to-morrow in proof of their declara- 
tion that he is the candidate who received 
282 votes in that particulardistrict. Itisin the 
reversal of these figures that the alleged fraud 
is charged. The returns upon their face are all 
right. It is declared by Kepublicans and con- 
ceded by Democrats that upon their face the re- 
turns of this county (Albany County is a Sena- 
torial district by itself) give Russell 17,010 
votes and Chase 17,002. Russell thus appears 
to have a majority of 8 votes iu a district which 
usually goes 2,000 Democratic. 

The contest between these two candidates was 
the fiercest that has occurred in this county for 
years. Mr. Russell is a wealthy flour merchant. 
He is called the * Flour King,” from the fact 
that he sells more of this article than any other 
man in the State of New-York and possibly inthe 
United States. He entered the Senatorial race 
to win. The wonder 1s that he didn’t have 80 
or 800 or 8,000 majority. The Democrats are 
compelled to admit that he fuirly “ swamped” 
them—buried them under an avalanche of flour, 
so tospeak. It is currently reported that Mr. 
Russell gut so intensely interested in thrash- 
ing the boy candidate who was pitted against 
him that hespent $25,000. The Demovrats ad- 
mit that they had some money and that they 
spent it for Chase. It can hardly be questioned 
that they did not have enough. Otherwise 
Chase’s chances of being State Senator would 
be much better than they seem to-night, 

The history of elections in Albany is one long 
story of fraud and corruption, in which both the 
old political parties are deeply involved. It 
needed sume such exhibition as that of the pres- 
ent year, in which prominent men may prove 
to be implicated, to focus attention upon this 
spot. To Dutchess and Saratoga Counties, 
which have an established reputation for 
being thoroughly devauched, Albany ex- 
tends the right hand of fellowship. It 
was, if reputable citizens are to be 
believed, no uncommon sight on the day of 
election to see men riding around in carriages 
with bags of silver dollars between their knees. 
Men hurried north, south, east, and west with 
bags of the precious stuff under their arms. 
The only inference drawn from theirmovements 
was that this money was to be _ used 
to corrupt voters. Unfortunately, Grand Juries 
do not indict and public nih rug a do not 
prosecute violators of the election law, not at 
least to any noticeable extent, in Albany, and 
that fact may tend to dull the effect of to-mor- 
row’s sensation. 

The story which the Democrats will under- 
take to substantiate by attidavits is briefly this: 
Peter Leary, Jr., was a Federal Supervisor of 
Election, assigned to duty at the Menand 
polling place. Heisa Democrat. He was given 
by one of Russell's friends a small sum of raoney 
and promised a considerably larger sum to 
aid in defrauding Chase. The bargain 
was made in the saloon of a man 
named McDonnell, in West Troy. One of the 
Republican inspectors of election, (thera were 
two in the district—Robert T. Crofts and James 
Mottitt,) in accordance with the prearranged 
plan, asked Leary to sort over and count the 
ballots for Senator, as the inspectors had their 
hands full and weuld have to work far into 
the night unless assistance of the kind in- 
dicated was given. Leary did as he was re- 
quested. He sorted and counted and called out 
the figures ‘*282 for Russell, 186 for Chase.” 
The iuspectors of election took his count 
without verifying it. In doing this 
work, which was entirely out of his 
line of duty, by the way, he managed to slip a 
large number of Chase's ballots into the Russell 
heap. The returns were signed and sealed 
and given to the Chairman of the 
Menands board, John B. Sullivan, for de- 
livery to the County Clerk. He neglected to 
discharge this duty within the 24 hours 
required by law. and it was not until Thursday 
thatthe returns were filed with the County 
Clerk. Leary, it now appears, has made a full 
confession of his part of the crime. Some 
of his admissions are corroborated by atfti- 
davits of others who were present during 
the progress of the canvass. Leary did not 
turn coward till suspicion pointed very strongly 
inhisdirection. Then he consulted with District 
Attorney-elect Griflith, of Troy, who had been 
the legal adviser of his father, and with whom 
he was well acguainted. ‘That gentleman ap- 
pears to have escorted Mr. Leary’s imagination to 
a State prison and there exhibited to it convicts 
at workin their striped uniforms. Leary con- 
ceived such a horror for that sort of a future 
that he decided to confess all if he could be kept 
out of prison. District Attorney Reilly, of this 
county, obtained Leary’s confession, though 
just what was promised the manin return can- 
not yet be stated.

BATES OOLLEGE WINS. 


THE BELCHER WILL CASE FINALLY DE- 
CIDED. 

PORTLAND, Me., Nov. 14.—The well-known 
Belcher will case, which has been in the 
courts for some time, and which has prob- 
ably excited more interest than any case 
of its kind tried for years in Maine, has 
been decided in favor of Bates College. 
The case was tried here before Judge Watson 


by special assignment, change of venue from 

Franklin County having been ordered.

course of the trial many interesting facts con- 

cerning the character and the life of Mrs. 

Belcher were brought out, showing her to be one 

= the most eccentric of women in many of her 
eas. 

Sarah S. Belcher was formerly a resident of 
Farmington, and she died Sept. 27, 1886, at the 
age of 84, leaving an estate appraised at about 
$51,000, but claimed to be worth more by 
ber will The testatrix gave to each 
of her two sisters the sum of $15,000, 
and also all of her household  furni- 
ture in equal shares; to Nathan F. Backus, 
a nephew, the sum of $500, and the rest of her 
estate to Bates College. Tho will was dated 
in 1877, over nine years before the death 
of the  testatrix, and attached thereto 
was a codicil bearing date six years later, in 
which the testatrix revoked the legacy to one 
sister who had died in the meantime, but made 
no other disposition of her share. 

The heirs in the Farmington Probate Court 
contested the will on the ground of undue tnflu- 
ence claimed to have been exercised by 
Dr. Cheney in obtaining the will, When 
after much htigation the case opened 
here issues of fact were framed. for 
the jury as to whether Mrs. Belcher was of 
sound mind, whether fraud or undue influence 
was exercised when tbe will and codicil were 
executed, and whether both were duly 
executed. Eminent Maine lawyers were em- 
ployed, and the attention of the public all 
over Maine was directed to the proceedings, 
Both sides called a number of witnesses. The 
one who bore the brunt of the flercest cross-ex- 
amination was Dr Cheney, President of Bates 
College, who drew up the will. His testimony 
closed on Saturday. Exhaustive arguments 
were made to-day, and the case was given to 
the jury, which, after an hour’s deliberation, 
rendered a verdict sustaining the will. Man 
persons expected a disagreement, to be fol- 
lowed by a compromise, but now the 
money goes to the college, and it 
is probable that the extensive litigation 
is over. Instead of leas than $50,000, with 
which it has been commonly understood the in- 
stitution was to be benetited, the sum is said to 
be $75,000. 


PACIFIO ROADS AT ODDS.

ACCOUNT OF THE UNION, PA- 
CIFIC’S FAST TRAIN. 

CuicaGo, Ill., Nov. 14.—The putting on of 
& fast train between Omaha and Ogden by the 
Union Pacific, thus reducing the time between 
the two points 12 hours, is almost certain to 
lead to a serious passehger war be- 
tween the transcontinental roads, if not, 
also, between the roads between Chicago 
and the Missouri River. Considerable 
correspondence has lately passed between the 
Atchinson, Topeka and Santa Fé and the Union 
Pacific regarding this matter. The former’s 
route to California is much longer than the lat- 
ter’s, and it cannot put on trains that can make 
as fast time as the Union Pacific. Salt Lake 


and Ogden it cannot reach except by the Den- 
ver and Rio Grande, and this road is notina 
position to make faster time between Denver 
aud Salt Lake City and Ogden than it now does. 

The Santa F6 therefore threatens the Union 
Pacific that in caseit persists in running 
a fast train it will reduce rates between 
the Missouri River and Pacific coast pointa. 
The Union Pacific took the ground that 
faster trains were a necessity and that 
1t could not run slow trains simply te please 
its competitors. Regardless of all threats by 
the Santa Fé and the requests and entreaties by 
its Eastern connections, the Union Pacific put 
on its fast train to-day, and the Eastern trunk 
lines have arranged transcontinental limited 
trains to run in connection with the fast train, 
and a saving of 24 hours will be made between 
New-York and San Francisco. 

The Burlington, which has a direct line to 
Denver, proposes to make a reduction in time 
between Chicago and Denver of 12 hours, 
which will enable it to make the same time 
in connection with the Deaver and Rio Grande 
between Chicago and Salt Lake gCity and 
Ogden made by the Union Pacific. The other 
roads between Chicago and the Missouri River 
are epposed to a reduction of five hours between 
Cnicago and the Missouri River, and have been 
asked to prevail upon the Burlington not 
to pnt on ~a_ fast train until nex 
Spring. The Burlingten is not willing 
to do this unless the Union Pacific could be pre- 
vailed upon to take off its fast train. As the 
Union Paeific, however, insists on running a 
fast train the Burlington will no doubt meet the 
reduced time made by that rvad.

WABASH OUT OF THE POOL. 
CnicaGo, Nov. 14.—Receiver McNulta, of 
the Wabash, to-day formally notified the Alton 
and the other roads interested in passenger 
business between Chicago and 8t.

NO ROOM FOR ANARCHIST 


HEERE MOST 10 BE CALLED TO 
ACCOUNT. 

THE GRAND JURY TO READ GIS IN- 
CENDIARY UTTERANCES—THE AN- 
ARCHISTS CLOSELY WATCHED. 

District Attorney Martine and Inspector 
Byrnes had a conference, yesterday afternoon, 
which is auite likely to result in an object lesson 
of interest to Herr Most and his rabid following. 
The law happens to entertain a very close regard 
for such persons. When Most let himself loose 
over his Chicago brethren the other night he 
rendered himself and those with him liable to 
punishment under the riot laws, which provide 
for various degrees of punishment. If, as an 
outcome of his utterances, any of those who 
heard him shall become so excited as to commit 
acts of violence the law has provisions to meet 
such acase. An act of violence that may result 
in death will make Most liable to indictment 
for murder in the first degree. Illinois and New- 
York agree on that point in their statutes. 

The prospect that Most may feel the halter 
draw will depend altogether upon the action 
of those whom he addressed the other night. 
Any one of them has the golden chance of leav- 
ing their leader without anything to stand on, 
by simply following the advice with which he 
was pleased to fire his audience upon the sub- 
ject of the Chicago executions. In any case, 


Most is ina fair way to be spared to the hus- 
tling outside world fora while. Inspector Byrnes 
has notes of Most’s speech, a stenographer 
having been sent tothe meeting by the police 
authorities. If it shall he determined, as prob- 
ably it will be, that he violated the law, the 
a of the Grand Jury will be called to 
im. 


There need beno misapprehension about the 
law. Title XIif. of the Penal Code, treating of 
- against the public peace, defines riot as 
ollows: 


‘“* Whenever three or more persons, having assem- 
bled for any purpose, disturb the public peace by 
using force or violence to any person or to property, 
or threaten or attempt to commit such disturbance, 
or to do an unlawful act by the nse of force or vio- 
lence, accompanied with the power of immediate 
po rt eno of such threat or attempt, they are guilty 
of riot.’ 


In respect to punishment of riot the law is 
explicit. It says thata person guilty of riot, or 
of participating in a riot, either by being per- 
sonally present or bv instigating, promoting, 
or aiding the same, is punishable as fullows: 

“Ifthe purposeof the assembly or of the acts 
done or threatened or intended by the persons en- 
gaged isto resist the enforcement of a statute of 
this State, or of the United States, or to obstruct 
any public officer of this State or of the United 
States, in the performance of any duty, the punish- 
ment of the person or persons participating in such 
& demonstration, or of the person or persons 
who may have iustigated it, siall be by impris- 
onment for not more than five years, or by a 
fine of rot more than $1,000, or by both such fine 
audimprisonment. In any other case, if the offender 
directs, advises, encourages. or solicits other per- 
sons, present or participating in the riot or assem- 
bly, to acts of force or violence, he may suffer im- 
prisonment for not more than two years, ora tine of 
not more than $500,or both. In any case under 
this law not alrvady specified, the offender is liable 
to imprisonment for not more than one year, ora 
fine of not more than $250, or both. 


This was the section that applied to Most 
when he was rusticated to Blackwell’s [sland 
for a year. His offense then consisted of an 
inflammatory speech, in which he advised 
violence. The fact that none was committed 
did not excuse him under the law. 

The law defining unlawful assemblies pos- 
sesses interest in this connection. It reads: 

**Whenever three or more persons (1) assemble 
with intent to commit any unlawful act by force; 
(2) assemble with intent to carry out any purpose 
in such a manner as to disturb the public peace; (3) 
being assembied, a or threaten any act tend- 
ing toward a breach of the peace or an injury to 
person or property, or any unlawtul act, such an as- 
sembly is unlawfuland every person participating 
therein by his presence, aid, or instigation is guilty 
of a misdemeanor.” 

As if to leave no loophole for escape to those 
who consent to riotous proceedings or «ppiand 
those who incite them, the law provides, fur- 
ther, that when three or more persons assemble 
for a lawful purpose and afterward proceed to 
commit any act that would amount to a riot, 
as if it had been the original purpose of the 
meeting, every person who does not retire when 
the change of purpose is made known or such 
act is committed, except public officers or those 
assisting them in attempting to disperse the as- 
sembly, ia guiity of amisdemeanor. This covers in 
precise terms any act of violence or disorder 
that may yet result from Most’s harangue. A 
misdemeanor ¢ rries one year’s imprisonment, 
$250 fine, or both, as an extreme penalty. Any 
of Most’s hearers who may follow his counsels 
runs this risk. As the police and public offi- 
cials are exceedingly alert and _  deter- 
mined at this juncture, the infliction of 
due penalties for any of the offenses 
named is about as nearly removed from doubt 
as it can be in human affairs. Crime of this 
kind will be prosecuted according to its degree, 
andin whatever degree it may be committed 
Most will be liable. Should it go as far as wur- 
der the law defining a principal will apply to 
him under the following words of the statute: 

“A person concerned in the commission of a crime, 
whether he directly commits the act constituting 
the offense or aids and abets in its commission, and 
whether present or absent, and a person who direct- 
ly or indirectly counsels, commands, induces, or 
procures another to commit a crime, is a principal.” 

John Most yesterday sent a communication to 
the editor of the World aenying having used the 
threatening language he was reported by that 
paper to have used on onopeey and declaring 
that he would sue the paper if it did not publish 
aretraction. Several detectives, however, de- 
clare that they heard Most use the threatening 
language. 

While tbe Anarchists in this city are lying low 
as far as regards public demonstrations and 
open threats of revenge, they are doing little 
legitimate work and spending a good deal of 
money and time in guzzling beer and wine in 
the numerous saloons that abound in the Four- 
teenth Police Precinct. There was a report yes- 
terday that the Anarchists were going to hold a 
demonstration in Tompkins-square. Capt. Mc- 
Cullagh, when asked if they had applied for a 
permit, replied that they had not, and said that 
he would certainly disperse any such gathering. 

Apprehending no trouble from the Anarchist 
agitators, for the present at least, Superintend- 
dent Murray, at noon, yesterday, dismissed the 
police reserves which had been held ready for 


| instant service since Tuesday last. The sur- 


veillance over the Anarchists and their resorts 
is not in the least relaxed and the movements of 
the leaders are being closely watched. Most is 
especially shadowed, and there is not an hour of 
the day or night that heis-not under surveil- 
lance. 

Last evening Capt. McCullagh and his de- 
tectives made a tuur of the saloons that are 
frequented by the Anarchists. Almost all were 
crowded with the unkempt and uncouth» fol- 
lowers of Most, who were drinking beer, smok- 
ing cigars, and cursing tyrannical capital and 
the authorities. 

Edward Wilms, a German, keeps a saloon on 
Mercer-street, near Springfield-avenue, Newark, 
which 14 known as the Anarchists’ headquarters. 
For along time the members of that fraternity 
have met there night after night. A warrant 
for the arrest of Wilms was issued several days 
since, but owing to the illness of the proprietor 
it wus not served until yesterday morning. Late

FAMILIES OF THE DEAD ANARCHISTS 
VISITED BY FRIENDS. 

CxuicaGo, Nov. 14.—The wives and fam- 
flies of the dead Anarchists remained at home 
all day to-day, but few friends calling to dis- 
turb them. Inthe afternoon several friends of 
the Spies family dropped in to offer consolation 
to the mother and sister of the dead Anarchist. 
Mrs. Fischer was surrounded by a few of her 
warm-hearted neighbors, and under their care 
she soon dried her eyes and set about the usual 
routine of her household duties. The neighbors 
provided well for the children, and said they 
would see that Mrs. Fischer does not suffer for 
lack of food during her sorrow. Mrs. Parsons 
did not stir out of her house during 
the day. She was very little im- 
proved, and the few friends who called 


found her almost prostrated, Mrs. Engel 
went about her housebold work, and attended to 
customers in her little store as usual. Her face 
was pale, but the expression was calm. A few 
friends called on her also. The cells of the An- 
archists at the jail are being cleaned for @ re- 
ception of ordinary prisoners. Henry, Ferai- 
nand, and Chris Spies called to-day and took 
away the effects of their brother—bvoks, papers, 
and clothing chiefly. A picture of Nina Van 
Zandt that had ornamented the wall was car- 
ried away with the reat. Every scrap and arti- 
ticle was jealously guarded from the curiosity- 
seekers, 

The bailiff and turnkers are pretty well sup- 
Plied with souvenirs of the noted prisoners. 
One of them dispiays with pride a piece of 
Lin rg’s jawbone, blown from his face in the ex 
plosion that killed him. Another has the pen 
with which each of tne men who was hanged 
wrote out the order consigning his body to his 
friends. S 

Mrs. Schwab visited the jail and secured her 
husbanid’s effects, and packed up Fielden’s to 
send to his wife. She was cheerful, and 
thanked Jailor Folz warmly for his kindness to 
her. Miss Engel and Elise Friedel, Lingg’s 
sweetheart, were at the jail together for the 
slender belongings of Engel and Lingg. Miss 
Friedel sorted outa pileof her letters, written on 
pink paper to her lover and tied them up neatly 
witha red ribbon.

WHAT KILLED LINGG. 
Cuicaco, Nov. 14.—It has been settled 
that Louis Lingg killed himself with a dyna- 
mite bomb, and not a fulminating cap, as waa at 
firat supposed. Hiscell was given a thorough 
overhauling to-day for the first time since his 


suicide in order to put-it in shape for other 
prisoners. During the search shattered pieces 
of gaspipe were found, showing conclusively 
that Lingg had exploded a dynamite bomb in 
his mouth, and nota fulminating cap. One of 
these pieces is over an inch long, and appears to 
have been torn longitudinally from a4 larger 
piece by anexplosion. The remnant is in the 
possession of Sheriff Matson, who keeps it as a 
souvenir of the must desperate map ever under 
his charge. The eondition of the walls of Lingg’s 
cell also bear out the theory thata bomb was 
used by him. Large pieces of the solid mason- 
ry were broken off by the force of the missiles 
of which the bomb was made. How the bomb 
got into his passession seews a8 much @ mystery 
as ever. The suspicion that was at first 
directed to one of the deputies on guard is now 
no longer thought of. It is generally believed 
that Lingg had it in his possession at the time 
the other four were found, ana had it secreted in 
his hair, a thing he could very easily do, as his 
hair was over six inches long and very thick. 
Tt is the opinion of the jail officials that all the 
bombs were passed through the iron casing by 
some outside friends, although he may have 
filled them himself in his cell.

into and report upon the expediency of placing 
all such matters as form the subjects of auch in- 
quiry under the administration of one of the Min- 
isters of the Crown.

CuicaGco, Nov. 14.—‘‘ I have no use for a 
man who is too big a coward to make bombs to 
kill the police. If you won’t make bombs Ill 
leave you.” Thisis what Mrs. Clara Pacch, of 


1,010 Van Horn-street, said, with all the violence 
of a Virago, to her husband, Rudolph, on Sun- 
day night. At the same time Miss Johanna 
Oppitz, Rudolph’s sister-in-law, dashed a bucket 
of water in his face, and old man Oppitz joined 
in the mélée and caught his son-in-law by the 
neck. Rutlolph swore he would not make bombs 
to please his Anarchist wife and her family; 
that he was a law-abiding citizen; that he was 
no coward and no Anarchist. He would not 
stand more abuse from them, so he appeared be- 
fore Justice C. J. White’s police court to-day, 
and obtained warrants for the three, charging 
his sister-in-law with assault and the others with 
disorderly conduct.

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BEARS CAUGHT NAPPING 


FAILURE OF A. S. HATCH @ 
00., BANKERS. 

THE WELL-KNOWN FIRM SUCCUMBS TQ 
YESTERDAY’S RISE, WITH LIABILI- 
TIES OF A QUARTER OF A MILLION. 

Wall-street bulls had another inning yes» 
terday. They putup prices and enjoyed what 
has been a rare sensation with them during the 
last six months—the pleasure of seeing the mar- 
ket go their way, and before the day was over 
they were notified that one of their best-known 
opponents in the bear ranks had been forced to 
suspend. 

A. 8. Hateh & Co., bankers and brokers, at 5 
Nassau-street, were the unlucky ones to be 
forced under by the rise of yesterday, coming 
after the strengthening of the market for the 
last three days. Their suspension was an- 
nounced on the Stock Exchange at 2:15 o’clock, 
and immediately the news was sent out over the 
tape and spread through theStreer. The failure 
was not altogether unexpected, and rumers 
about the firm’s strength had been circulated 
during the morning, not publicly, but in a quisd 
way, that carried them into a good many 
brokers’ offices. Its business had not been wide- 
ly extended of late, and at the same time that 


the news of the suspension was sentout it was 
announced that the firm had no contracts out on 
the Exchange, 

The assignment for the benefit of the creditors 
was made to H. H. Chittenden, of the law 
firm of Chittenden, Townsend & Chittenden. I[@ 
is practically a general assignment, for there 
are but twoinconsiderable preferences—one for 
about $3,000, and the otber for less than 
$13,000. The failure is nota large one, judged 
by the standards of Wall-street, the liabilities 
not exceeding $200,000. Gossip among brokers 
even, Usually ready to magnify uncertain fig- 
ures, failed to raise its estymates much beyond 
this amount and even went $50,000 below it. 
What the assets will amount to neither Mr. 
Alfredric 8. Hatch nor the Assignee could tell 
yesterday. but itis not believed that they will 
fall much below the hiabilities. 

Mr. Hatch said that he could speak onlyia a 
general way of the suspension. The business 
had not been very extensive, and tne contracté 
of the tirm did not covera great deal of ground. 
The failure Was not the result of suspension by 
any of his customers, nor wasit likely to involve 
auy. other firm. 

From the beginning of the downward move- 
ment six months ago Mr. Hateb was in the bear 
phalanx. It was the winning side, and as he 
beared stocks industriously he must have 
profited handsomely by the general drop in 
prices. But insteat of realizing and getting 
out of the market he must bave put 
faith in the continuance of the decline and 
kept up his line of action. Then, when the cur- 
rent turned three days ago and prices began to 
go up: it became a bad time for the heretofore 
triumphant bears. Reading, a stock in which 
Mr. Hatch has been greatly interested, tovk @ 
boom of a dozen points. It opened yesterday at 
69, went up as high as 7049, and closed at 704s. 
Lackawanna, also put down as one of Mr, 
Hatch’s favorites, was also weil up in sympathy 
with the rest of the list. ‘“‘Caught short of the 
market” wae the unanimous verdict of the 
Street, sitting as a Corouer’s jury on the failure. 

Even if Mr. Hatech’s operations were not as 
heavy and extensive as some of the other bears, 
he was one of the best known of the contingent, 
and he, op one oceasion at least, did something 
that was the talk of the Street, and was eagerly 
seized upon as the strongest kind ofa bear argu- 
ment, When Secretary of the Treasury Fair-~ 
child, during the period when a stringency in 
the money market was so greatly feared, 
offered to buy Government bonds ag 
a fixed price his circular to that 
effect was followed by a move} 
on the part of Mr. Hatch, who wernt on the floor 
of the Stock Exchange, and bid one-eighth 
of 1 per eent. more for the bonds than the Seere- 
tary of the Treasury offered. This was supposed 
to be a big bear argument, as it put the Govern- 
ment in the position of a bear on its own securi- 
ties by making it offer less for the bonds than! 
was bid in the open market. 

But outside of his prominence in the prolonged. 
bear raid Mr. Hatch has fer years been a weil- 
known figure in the Street, where for purposes 
of identification in such wicked circles and asa 
tribute to his worth he has been known as “the 
good Mr. Hatch.” ‘The present failure is bia 
third. In 1862 he began business with Harvey 
Fisk ot 35 Wallstreet underthe firm name of 
Fisk & Hatch, dealing much in Government 
securities. They were cauzht in the panic of 
September, 1873, and went uuder, resuming 
again in December of the same year, having set- 
tied their obligations in fuli. In the 1884 
panic, a week after Mr. Hatch had _ be- 
come President of tke Stock Exchange, 
Fisk & Hateh failed again. Mr. Hatch, 
of course, left the’ Presidency of the Exchange 
and was succeeded in the office by J. Edward 
Simmons. This 1884 failure was caused by the 
firm getting involved with the unlucky Newark 
Savinga Institution. Whenthe present firm of 
A. 8. Hatch & Co. began business in March, 
1885, it consisted of Mr. Hatch and his son 
Frederick H.,and no change has since been 
made in its membership. 

Personally Mr. Hatch is very popular in the 
Street. Outside of it he is principally known for 
his interest ip missionary work, speaking often 
at the Jerry McAuley mission. He owns a 
country house at Tarrytown and his 1lsowner 
of a yacht. 

Recentiy a report that Mr. Hatch was te 
change his operating field from the Stock to the 
Consolidated Exchange ereatly interested the 
members of the latter institution. If he had 
such a plav he has not carried it out aud be is 
still a member of the Stock Exchange. 


Newport, R. I., Nov. 14.—The suspen. 
sion of A, 8. Hatch & Sons, in New-York, this 
afternoon, created quite a sensation bere, as 
several Newport parties keep their accounts 
with that firm. Mr. Hatch owns a granite villa 
on Kay-street, on which there is a mortgage of 
$40,000. The house has not been oceupied by 
Mr. Hatch since Black Friday, when the tirm ef 
Fisk & Hatch went under. When Mr. Hatch 
retired from the firm of Fisk & Hatch and took 
his sons into business with him, the late Alfred 
Smith, Newport’s millionaire real estate agent, 
loaned him $300,000, This loan, on which no 
interest nas been collected for nearly two years, 
is still unpaid, and the estate has no security. 
A second mortgage on Mr. Hatch's Newport cot- 
tage is held by the Smith beirs, but thia was for 
money loaned Mr, Fisk many years ago, It was 
Aifred Smith who enabled the firm of Fisk & 
Hatch to resume after Black Friday, he being 
the largest creditor, having $600,000 on deposig 
when thecrashcame, Mr. Hatch is very popu- 
lar here, where he had many customers,

FACTS AGAIN FROM PANAMA 
2HE COLOMBIAN AGENT MAKES 
A CANAL REPORT. 
COMPLETION IMPOSSIBLE WITHIN 
TIME PRESCRIBED—ENORMOUS OUT- 
LAY—EXCAVATION ONLY BEGUN. 
PANAMA, Nov. 5.—The canal receives 
pomewhat severe treatment at the hands of 
feflor Nicolas Tanco Armero, who, as agent here 
pf the Colombian Government in matters re- 
Bpecting de Lessers’s unhappy scheme of pierc- 
jug this isthmus, has just published his report— 
fh rather voluminous one. Sefior Armero is a 
practical man, thoroughly versed in the affairs 
of the canalfrom its very inception, and he is, 
moreover, by virtue of his official capacity, in 
possession of the correct details of the practical 
and technical work of the canal, besides being 
equipped with all the advantages which con- 
Btant personal inspection of the progress of the 
undertaking is calculated to furnish. The office 
Senor Armero holds was created at the instance 
of M. de Lesseps himself, in order that the set- 
tling of questions arising between his company 
rad the Colombian Government would suffer no 


delay in having to be carried to Bogota to await 
the pleasure of the law-givers at the capital. 

Senor Armero presented last year a report to 
the Minister of State, which treated concerning 
the origin of the undertaking, the constitution of 
the company, the actual state of the works, and 
in which he hazarded an opinion on the future 
of the colossal undertaking. In this year's re- 
port, which bears date Sept. 1, Senor Armero 
confirms his previous report and paints the as- 

ect of the company in even gloomier colors, 
The Sar and Herald published yesterday the 
tollowing extracts from this report: 


“According to the plans, the number of cubic 
meters to be excavated in order to opén the canal 
was 142,000,000, and to these figures must be added 
the quantity of earth to be removed in order to lead 
oil the waters of the Chagres, Obispo, and Rio 
Graude Kivers, and which amounts to 18,000,000 
cibie meters, which will make the total excava- 
tions amount to 161,000,000 cubic meters, and as 
le amount taken out up to the end of August of the 
present year was given at 32,925,230 cubic meters, 
iceording to the figures of the company, there yet 
remain 127,074,770 cubic meters to be removed. As 
uptodate the sum expended amounts to &18,023,. 
poof, it is self-evident that the cost per meter of 
work has been eXorbitant. Were we to base our 
calculations on these figures the total cost of the 
canal would become fabulous, and it would probably 
never be finished, 

* But this is not the way to calculate. We have 
to look at the costly preliminary works, the pur- 
chase of the railroad, the immense amount of mate- 
rials which had to be collected, and the purchase 
nnd erection of buildings, all of which were ex- 
penses Which had to be met in order that a work 
Should progress which is perhaps the most impor- 
tant and colossal of modern or any times. Thus the 
expense of work per nféter has diminished as the 
work has progressed, and only when it shall have 
been completed shall we beable to determine the 
mnedium cost of all the excavations. I may add that 
already the upper anid easier work has been exe- 
cuted, and that greater difficulties will be encoun- 
tered in working as the tide level is approached and 
tle sea commences to flow into the whole caual. 
the Culebra section hills which are 339 feet above 
the sea Jevel had to be pierced, and here the rocks 
pod earth to be removed assume gigantic 
eee At least 15,000,000 cubic meters 
n all must be transported about 18 kilome- 
ters and thrown into Panama Bay, as the valtey 
of Paraiso will be filed when 8,000,000 meters 
shall have been thrown there, and the same will oc- 
eur with Emperador and Obispo. The removal of 
this excavated material to such a distance will in- 
volve considerable outlay. The works on the 
Chagres River, in order to turn it, and which have 
scarcely been commenced, will be the most difficult 
and costly ofallthe works. The dam here will be 
1,200 meters in length, 430 in width, and 45 in 
height. Behind it will be 3,000,000 cubic meters 
of water banked up. The hills on which the flanks 
of this gigantic dam will rest will be tunneied, and 
through these tunnels will flow to another water- 
shed the waters which otherwise would follow the 
course ofthe canal, and wiil find their way to the sea 
at points many miles distant from their former out- 
lets. An engineer has assured me that the cost of 
thus controlling the waters of the Chagres will 
Amount to $94,340,000, or 471,700,000f. 

* The ordinary price which has been paid for every 
cubic meter which has been excavated has been 
Fi 60, but to this sum must be added the expenses 
of management, which bring the figure up to $2 at 
least per cubic meter. And this has been paid for 
the easy part of the work, while that which is lack- 
ing, more or less 127,074,770 cubic meters, will 
cost double this figure; consequently there must 
yet be expended the enormous sum of $508,299,080, 
or 2,541,495,400f. Add this to the costof the Gam- 
boa dam, that is to say, 471,000,000f., and we obtain 
a total of 3,012,495,400f. This is the amount of gold 
which is still required before a good maritime canal 
can be made, withont reckoning upon the sum the 
company must pay for interest on the capital alread 
loaned and general expenses, and which, if the work 
is not concluded within the next six or eight years, 
will easily amount to another thousand million of 
francs. 

“ The quantity of material owned by the company 
is immense. Without counting in the railroad, 
which is so serviceable to the company, it owns an 
infinity of excavators, engines for the embank- 
ment works, locomotives, movable excavators, and 
hvisting gear on wheels, &c., and a whole fleet of 
dredges, steam launches, and steamers for carrying 
Bway excavated earth and rocks, tugs, boats, 
launches, &c., and every piece of machinery it is 
possible to employ either afloat or ashore. The 
amall Decaudeville cars have done much service in 
transporting away the excavated materials. The 
steain dredges are extremely powerful, and do an 
tmmense amountofr work, some of them excavating as 
much as 7,584 weters in 10 hours’ work. The 
dredges, situated on the Atlantic and known as the 
Slaven marine dredges, are those which have done 
the best work. The canal company shows thatit 
has 15.000 menat work, but that with the machinery 
the total amount of work eifected is equivalent to 
that of 600,000 men. 

“The company has reported that the mean of a 
man's work per day amounis to five cubic meters. 
Butif this be so it becomes evident that, if up to 
the present only 1,000,000 cubic meters per month 
have been moved, it 18 impossible there can have 
been 3,000 men at work. I firmly believe, and with- 
out risk of erring, there have never been more than 
5,000 men employed—and the work effected confirms 
this belief. If work were executed equal to that 
which 615,000 men could do, then by only working 
three hours per month, they would move 1,000,000 
cubic meters. Then 3,075.000 cubic meters woula 
be removed daily, or 92,000,000 in 30 days, and the 
canal would be finished in one month and a half. 
Thisis flattering, but it is purely illusory. The 
truth is that the greater number of the working sec- 
tions arealmost deserted, and the laborers seen on 
the works are very few tothe number which should 
be employed. In an undertaking of this magnitude, 
in which time is the most important factor, laborers 
should have been obtained in abundance from the 
first, and from 30,000 to 40,000 workmen should 
have been put at work. Thé funds were sutticient, 
and should have been devoted to that purpose. 

“ Notwithstanding the railroad has done much 
work during the year, and carried merchandise and 
passengers which paid in all $3,000,000, the profits 
were only $118,000, which only permitted the pay- 
ment to the shareholders of a dividend of 2 percent. 

*‘When the Government of Colombia presented its 
claims to the canal company under clause third of 
the railroad contract, the company refused to accede 
to the request, alleging that it is simply a share- 
holder in the railroad. If this were really true it 
would be sufficient to mention the dividend, and it 
would not be necessary to furnish detailed informa- 
tion to the canal shareholders respecting the tratiic 
and returns of the line. The truth is, however, that 
the railroad is only an annex of the canal company, 
that the latter is the owner of it, since it paid for it, 
and the artifice of leaving some few shares unpur- 
chased has a clear and evident object. Colombia 
may be told that the company is not the owner of 
the railroad, but the shareholders and the public 
must be told the truth. Of the 70,000 shares of the 
railroad the canal bought 68,534, leaving only 1,466 
shares unbought, probably because that peculiar 
number is requisite,so that it shall continue to 
wear the appearance of being an American enter- 
prise, when in reality itis owned by the canal com- 
pany. It is also worth noticing that, although 
shortly before railroad shares had stood at $80, the 
canal company bought them at $250 gold each, with 
$14 added for interest. From these figures I deduce 
that the railroad company made by the operation 
$13,650,880, without counting the interest, and to 
one-half of this sum Colombia possesses a right, or 
atleast an equitabie indemnization, and which the 
Government, under its contract, has the right to de- 
termine. Up to the present, however, Colombia has 
not received one cent, but sooner or later one or the 
other of the two companies will have to pay this 
sacred debt to our Government. 

“The last report presented by Count de Lesseps to 
the shareholiers is for the financial year 1885-1886, 
and the figures are given in such lump sums that it 
is difficult to form an idea of the true state of the 
guapeny. According to these documents we find as

“The difference between the receipts and expenses 
is thus shown as also that on June 30 there re- 
mained a balance on hand of 93,925,433f., and, ac- 
cording to the general balance sheet of the com- 
pany made up to that date, the capital of the com- 
pauy was 772,545,412f. 

“Twill now examine the situation of the canal at 
this date, Sept. 1, andin doing so slfall take official 
figures which are now before me, and I shall show 
how and in what the directory has already expend- 
éd more than was deemed sufficient for the comple- 
tion of the whole work. First, however, I will take 
@ retrospective giance. In 1880 the company was 
formed in Paris with a capital of 800,000,000f. 
divided in 60,000. shares of 5,000f. each. 
In 1882 the company contracted a _ioan, 
and issued 250.000 shares bearing 5 per 
cent. interest, and which were bought at 437 of. to 
be redeemed at the rate ot 500f, In 1883 it again 
issued 600,000 3 per cent. 500f. bonds at 126%. In 
1884 it issued 409,667 4 per cent. bonds at 333f, 
redeemable at 500f. In 1886 another 600,000 
shares were offered, and of which 458,802 were 
taken up at 450f. repayable at the rate of 1,000f. 
in 42 years. This issue produced 206,460,900f, 
And lastly, in August of the present year another 
loan was made. Five hundred thousand bonds were 
offered, of which 258,887 were taken 2 < 440f., 
repayable in 48 years at 1,000f. each. This pro- 
duced 113,910,281f. 

“ The company has consequently received in cash 
the enormous sum of 1,031,943,180f., and, as Count 
de Lesseps informs us there were still in hina about 
100,000,000f. of the August loan, there should be 
altogether to-day in hand 213,910,280£ By. deduct- 
ing this from the former amount we find the com- 
pany has already expended 818,032,900f, And it 
mush be remembered that the expenses of manage- 
tment, interest. &c., amount annually to 100,000,- 
v002., which sum will continue to augment now that 
adidlitional interest must be paid on the new roan 
and as we have proved 3,000,000,000: 


more are required to meet the expenses of exeava- 
tion, construction, &c. Thus we are compelled to 
Tetiect that the company will annually obtain less 
money, even should it offer higher interest, and it is 
absolutely necessary to feel convinced that the re- 
quisite fabulous sum it will be difficult to obtain— 
and the more particularly so since the financial 


situation of the company is serious, is involved, and 
is alarming. 


“ T have already in a previous report proved that 
the traffic through the canal, from thé first year it 
is opened, will be much greater than has been esti- 
mated, and Count de Lesseps corroborates this as- 
sertion in his report to the shareholders. The Sta- 
tistical Congressional Committee estimated the Aus- 
tralian and New-Zealand traflic at only 300,000 tons 

perannum. But figures comp‘led by Mr. Ballan- 
yne in Melbourne show they will exceed 9,500,000 
of outward and inward cargo. Kelly and Van Nehus 
ealculate the trade between Europe and the Pacific 
at 20,000,000 of tons, and they anticipate that at 
least one-halfef this will pass through the Panama 
Canal.” 

The Star and TJierald adds that Seiior Tanco 
Armero next points out how serviceable the 
canal will be to tue shipping of the world and 
the ettect 1t will have on the current of Eastern 
trathe, of which much which now passes 
through the Suez Canalor round the Cape of 
Good Hope will at once adopt the Panama Canal 
as its homeward and outward routes. The 
wheat exports from California, the rapidly in- 
creasing coffee, sugar, and other exports from 
Central America, the vast undeveloped trade of 
South America, and the twillions of tons of cargo 
from the Australasian islands are all point- 
ed out by Sefior Tanco Arimero, 
who foresees that, despite the vast 
expénditures which must be met, the 
trade which will pour through here when Pana- 
ma becomes the emporiuin of the west coast 
and the greatest line of interoceanic commerce 
in the world, will well repay those who have in- 
vested their fortunes in 1ts construction. In the 
words of the writer, ‘‘ Panama will then be con- 
verted into a true centre of the worid'’s com- 
merce, and this strip of Colombian Territory, 
endowed asitis by nature with great and ex- 
ceptional natural advantages, will embrace 
within its shores the products of all climes and 
all nationalities to scatter them hence from 
American soil to the furthest eonfines of our 
globe. That day will be memorabie as marking 
the apotheosis of Columbus, Washington, and 
Bolivagy who form the glorious trinity whieh 
symbolizes the discovery, the progress, and the 
liberty of the New Worid.” 

But it is the closing words of Sefior Armenos 
report that are fraught with peculiar signifi- 
cance. Thus are they literally transiated: * In 
conclusion, Senor Minister, { will repeat what [ 
have already had the honor of making known to 
you on another occasion, the canal will be ecom- 
pleted because the works are very far advanced, 
because already hundreds of miliions have been 
spent upon it, and above all, because the honor 
of France is at stake inthe completion of this 
colossal undertaking, Which would be so useful 
for the commerce of the world and which is so 
prominent for the interests of humanity. The 
canal is not simply an industrial busi- 
ness involving the interests of a company. Itis 
a work of universal character. Half a million 
of shareholders of al] nationalities have invested 
their savings in the enterprise—the entire world 
has assisted at this plebiscite of immense cap- 
ital. I doubt not that by means of his prestige 
and influence M. de Lesseps, the Grand Fran- 
cais, will succeed in earrying the undertaking to 
a happy end, and in preventing a catastrophe, 
which would be fatal for hisname and ruinous 
for the legion of his friends and admirers. But 
whatis evidentis that with the system which 
has hitherto obtained, and at the rate 
at which the work progresses, the 
Canal will not be completed in 10 years, 
in which lapse of time the interest alone will 
have swallowed up everything. Even admitting 
that * * * all these very necessary works be 
eliminated, as M. de Lesaseps suggests, in order 
to simplify the plans of the directing engineers 
so as to make but a waterway or canal with 
locks and dams which shall cross the isthmus, I 
believe that however incomplete the canal may 
be the promises will not be fulfilled that in 1889 
vessels will be able to pass from one ocean to 
another. Itis certain that the canal will not be 
opened . even in:1892, the year in which ter- 
minates the concession, and the Colombian Goy- 
ernment must be prepared for that eventuality.” 

The unruly Chagres is beginning to perform 
the tricks that this ungovernable stream 18 noted 
for in the rainy season, which bas in reality 
only commenced during the past week, thuugh 
itis supposed to do soin July. Reports from 
Colon and the line say that heavy rains have 
prevailed, and that the railroad track for miles 
has been inundated. ‘In some places the trains 
have to struggle through water three feet deep, 
andthe cars were so thoroughly deluged that 
the passengers had to utilize the seats for their 
feet, It testifies higbly to the original laying of 
the track Of this American railroad that it 1s 
still ina prime condition, despite the thirty-odd 
years of this flow of water over it. 

Armero says, and everybody knows, that the 
Chagres River problem is a hard one for de Les- 
seps’s engineers, and the work of deviating the 
river’s course is the most difficult of all, But 
the canal people are more confident of solving 
the problem, and even affirm that the unruly 
nature of “Father Chagres” is already almost 
tamed, consequently the damaging floods of the 
past few days are perhaps the last that the 
stream will be capable of causing. The contract- 
ors in charge et deviating the course 
of the Chagres are Messrs. Crowell & Douglas, 
who have done some remarkable work for the 
canalcompany. The arrival of the rainy sea- 
eon, however, in dead earnest will prove a great 
hindrance to the progress of the work,and as there 
isevery reason to believe, says the loca) Wiggins, 
that these rains will last until next February, 
perhaps March, we may expect that the cana! 
stations on the line will be even more deserted 
than they are at present. When it rains here at 
this time of the year it rains cats and dogs, and 
the accompaniments of thunder and lightning 
are fearful and terrific.

THE BUCKE? SHOP CASE. 


_-.>-— 
ELLIOT W. TODD’S STATUS TO BE S8ET- 
TLED BY A JURY TO-DAY. 

It was openly charged yesterday in the 
criminal eourt where Judge Cowing presides, 
that the New-York Stock Exchange is back of the 
prosecution against Elliot W. Todd, now on trial 
for keeping a gambling house in Broad-street 
which is conducted under the popularappellation 
of ‘a bucket sbop.” ‘The theory of the defense 
is that the great Exchange regards the ocean of 
speculation as personal property, and all who 
seek to dip into it, like Mr. Todd and other out- 
siders, are trespassers or rivais who should be 
absorbed’ or drowned in the maelstroin. 

When the trial, which is attracting so muci 
attention in the Street, was resumed yesterday 
morning the court handed down a decision on 


the motion made Friday to direct a verdict of 
acquittal. The motion was denied on the ground 
that itis forthe jury to determine whether Mr. 
Todd’s form of contract is a subterfuge for 
gambling or a bona-fide legal business transac- 
tion; also that, in the opinion of the court, the 
section of the code under which the indietment 
was found is broad enough to cover the case. 

Lawrer Emersom, in mapping out the defense 
for the jurors, charged that the New-York Stock 
Exchange had for years done its utmost to 
drive the defendant from the Street because he 
was a dangerous rival. The term “ bneket 
shop,” the lawyer said, isone of contempt and 
derision, but the bucket dipped in the ocean of 
speculation outside the New-York Stock Ex- 
change is filled with the same quality of com- 
modity as can be found inside the exclusive 
precinct. 

The defense did not waste much time putting 
in proof. Charles H. Garland, settlemeut clerk 
for Mr. Todd; E. Scott, his telecraph operator; 
Daniel Ames. and Edward F. Hibbard testified 
for ay defense. Todd was noton the witness 
stand. 

Lawyer Smith closed the defense in a speech 
that occupied an hour and ahailf, He called 
Fusson, a self-convicted forger and a man who 
was utterly unreliable, the tool of the New-York 
Stock Exchange. The burden of the argument 
was that, even if the jury finds that Mr, Todd 
makes wager contracts, it is no crime, aecord- 
ing to decisions of the Court of Appeals, and, as 
a matter of fact, the contracts are simply op- 
tions to buy and sell stock under specific limita- 
tions. Mr. Smith said it Was a burning 
shame toe drag Mr. Todd into a crim- 
inal court, and the alleged conspirators 
came in for a bitter denunciation. ‘‘ Buying 
for aecount,” “switebing,” ‘ auditing,” “ deal- 
ing in futures,” “wringing out,” and other 
peculiar operations of the Street were fruitful 
topics discussed. The transactions of Col. John 
R. Fellows and the Stock Exchange were gone 
into at length to show the animus of the attack 
upon Todd. “If there is a disposition to stop 
gambling in this city,” said Mr. Smith, “ the 
officials, as his Honor has indicated, can find a 
big field up town of out-and-out gambling, and 
they won’t be misusing their powers and duties.” 

The case will go to the jury to-day. 


CHURCH TEMPERANCE WORK. 


THE SOCIETY LAYING OUT THE BUSI- 
NESS FOR ANOTHER YEAR. 

The Church Temperance Society began its 
sixth annual convention with a business meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon at Annex Hall, 16 
Fourth-avenue. Bishop Scarborough, of New- 
Jersey, presided and made the opening ad- 
dress, He said that the war upon the liquor 
traffic must be made elong practical lines. He 
felt that notwithstanding many drawbacks the 
cause of temperance reform Was making prog- 
ress. The reform, like all moral reforms, was 


moving downward and gradually gaining 
strength where nest the reform was needed. 

Secretary Robert Graham read the annual re- 
port, showing that it was in the line of temper- 
ance legislation that the work of the society 
had been most et¥ective. Since the failure of 
the Crosby High License bili the society had, 
with the Society for the Prevention of Crime 
and the Citizens’ Committee on High License, 
ah my ys these bills, which would be introduced 

n the Legislature by Ernest Crosby: 

Local option bill, by which practical prohibition 
may be attained in localities Where public sentiment 
isripe for and would enforce it. 

High license bill, graded in three sections, by 
which the license fee for liquors would be not less 
than $500 nor more than $1,500, and for wine, ale. 


and beer not less than $100 nor more than $300 
throughent the State. 


A restrictive bill, which by gradual and equitable 
means would reduce the saloons toa maximum of 
1 to 500 of the popuiation. 

The reduction of the number of saloons from 
over 9,000 to about 2,500 in this city, to meet 
the restrictions of such a bill as the last, would 
be accomplished by refusing toissue any licenses 
to new applicants and by refusing to relicense a 
saloon whose proprietor had in any way trans- 
gressed the law. A resolution was adopted urg- 
ing the passage of these measures. The Exeeu- 
tive Committee for 1888 was elected, the princi- 
pal among whom were: Chairman—Bishop Pot- 
ter; Vice-Chairmen—the Rev. Dr. W. R. Hunt- 
ington, D. D., and the Rev. Edward Osborne; 
General Secretary—Robert Graham; Treasurer 
—Andrew C. Zabriskie. Speeches were delivered 
by the Rev. D. Parker Morgan, the Rev. Pascal 
P. Harrower, and the Rev. & H. Hilliard, of 
Massachusetts. In the evening addresses, drills 
by the Knights of Temperance, and music at- 
tracted an audience that overflowed the hall. 

This afternoon, beginning at 2:30, addresses 
will be delivered, and to-night a mass meeting, 
under the Chairmanship of Bishop Potter, will 
conclude the convention.

BASEBALL RULES CHANGED. 


WORK OF THE JOINT LEAGUE AND 
ASSOCIATION COMMITTEE. 

PitrspurG, Penn., Nov. 14.—The joint 
eommittee of the National League and American 
Association on the révision of baveball rules 
met at the Hotel Anderson in this city at 10:30 
o’elock this morning. The League representa- 
tives are Messrs. Spalding, of Chicago; Day, of 
New-York, and Scandrett, of Pittsburg, the lat- 
ter representing Rogers, of Philadelphia. Those 
of the Association are Phelps, of Louisville; 
Williams, of Cleveland, and Barnie, of Baltimore. 


The committee organized by the election of C, 
H. Phelps, Chairman, and Messrs, Scandrett and 
Williams, Secretaries, A resolution was adopted 
that a majority of each delegation from the 
League and Association shall be necessary to 
adopt any amendment changing the plaving 
rules, and that the Unanimous recommendations 
of the joint committee will accompany the re- 
port of such changes to the two respective asso- 
ciations. 

A resolution was adopted that the question of 
the advisability of each club having one or more 
extra men in uniform in order that they may be 
introduced into the game at any time be re- 
ferred to the annual meetings of the two organ- 
izations for discussion. The object of the amend- 
ment is to prevent players from sulking on the 
field. The session lasted until late this evening, 
After adjournment the committee announced 
that they agreed upon the following changes in 
the rules: 


Rule 22, section 3, referring to score cards, has 
been amended so that any contemplated ebanges in 
teams after the publication of the score card must 
be submitted to the umpire for his approval. 

Rule 47, relating to batsmen, has been changed as 
follows: “If on the third strike the ball hits the per- 
son or clothing of the batsman he shall be declared 
out; also, after two strikes have been called, if the 
batsman attempts to make a foul hit he shall be de. 
elared out.” 


Rule 4 has been changed from four strikes and five 
bails to three strikes and five balls. 

The rule allowing a base hit on five balls has been 
abolished, but atthe suggestion of President Day 
five balls will still be considered a factor in earned 
runs. A base on balls will be credited against the 
pitcher in the error column. 

Rule 50, section 4, has been amended, allowing a 
runner to take a base if the ball hits the umpire. If 
the ball struck by the batsman hits a base runuer 
after an attempt has been made to “field” it the 
runner shall not be declared out. If a base runner 


knocks down or runs int a fielder he shall be de- 
clared out. 


A resolution was adopted providing for the ap- 
pointment of a representative from each association 
to prepare an official report of the changes to send 
to their representative organizations. 


ONE HUNDRED YEARS OLD, 

Detroit, Mich., Nov. 14.—Judge Zeppa- 
niah W. Bunce, of Port Huron, reached the 
great age of 100 years to-day. He was waited 
upon by a delegation of his fellow-citizens, who 
tendered him their congratulations. He was 
born in Hartford, Conn. The famous charter 
Vale stvod on what was the original Bunce farm, 
and Zeppaniah owned an interest in it until 


1813, when he disposed of it. The Judge’s 
father died when he was 6 years old, and the 
boy was adopted by an uncle, William Emerson, 
of Northampton, by whom he was bred te the 
trade of a hatter. He mn ae aed did business 
in this line at Claremont, N. H.; Chester, Vt., 
and Albany, . 2. i. Ape. ders, bb 
started Michigan with a one-horse 
wagon and $3,000 in worldly pesses- 
sions, mostly ready cash. In Buffalo he 
took passage on the schooner Michigan. He 
settied in St, Clair County in 1828, where he has 
ever since resided. He occupied many public 
offices, being Judge of the old County Court, 
the first judicial tribunal with an extended juris- 
diction in the Staie, occupying the bench for 15 
years. Hewas also a member of the Legis- 
lature while Michigan was yet a Terrifory, and 
became noted for his wonderful memory of 
men’s faces, characters, and histories. It was 
said of him then that he knew personally every 
white man livingin Miehigan. He has always 
been held in high respect by his fellow-eitizens, 
being scrupulously henest, unvaryingly polite, 
and possessed of a courtly presence. His vital- 
ity is something wonderful, his appearance and 
strength being that of aman of 80, while his 
mind is remarkably clear and active.

A DISASTROUS SHOOTING AFFRAY. 
VICTORIA, British Columbia, Nov. 14.—A 

shooting affray cecurred afew days ago at the 

Indian village, near Kamloops, which resulted 

fatally in several cases. A man named McLean 

and an Indian companion became drunk and 
auarrelsome. The Indian night watchman and 
another Indian attempted to arrest them. They 
took McLean’s companion and started for the 


village, but had only gone a short distance when 
they were overtaken vy McLean. He told them 
to rélease their prisoner, and upon their refus- 
ing to doso shot the Indian fatally. He then 
shot and killed the watchman. McLean after- 
ward shot a man through the head for attempt- 
ing to stop his horse. He then went home, got 
a fresh horse ready, and started for the village. 
On the way he was met by a party of Indians, 
one of whom he killed. Five or six shots were 
fired at McLean, the bullets passing through his 
body. His horse was shot. The chief of the In- 
dians and others then appeared on the scene, 
and one of the party fired at McLean, putting a 
ball through his head.

ARMY AND NAVY NEWS. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—Second Lieut. F. R. 
Day, Signal Corps, has been ordered from this city 
on an inspection tour of signal stations in the South 
and Southwest. Capt. James F. Simpson, Third 
Cavairy, having been found incapacitated for active 
service, has been granted leave of absence until 
further orders. Col. Alexander Chambers has been 
granted six months’ extension of leave of absence 


on account of disability; Second Lieut. C. W. 
Catehell has been transferred from the Fifth Artil- 
lery to the Fourth Artillery, and Second Lieut. John 
D. Miley from the Fourth Artillery to the Fifth Ar- 
tilery; First Lieut. William W. Witherspoon, 
Twelfth Infantry, now at Utica, has been ordered 
to join his company. Horace Hambright, a member 
of the Fourth Ciass United States Military Acad- 
emy, has resigned from the service. 

Paymaster-General James Fulton, Chief of the 
Bureau of Provisions and Clothing, in his annual 
report to the Secretary of the Navy, treats at some 
length of the results of the consolidation of the pur- 
chase of naval supplies in his burean. He says that 
the consolidation has rendered available a large 
number of storehonses at each navy yard, reduced 
the clerical and other torces heretofore required, 
and resulted in a large saving to the Government, 
while enforcing a strict and rigid responsibility on 
bonded officers. A system of transfers of property 
from one bureau to another has been effected by 
which the accumulation of surplus propertyunder one 
bureau, while another has to purchase the same 
stores, will be avoided in the future to the great 
benefit of the Government, and every precaution 
has been adopted in the purchase of stores to ren- 
der fraudulent practices impossible. It is recom- 
mended that the Secretary be given legal authority 
to detail a pay officer of the navy as Assistant Pay- 
master-General. In order to complete the system of 
purchases established by Secretary Whitney, it is 
recommended that Congress appropriate for all 
stores and material “ for the navy” in lieu of for the 
Sigerens bureaus of the Navy Department, as here- 
ofore.

The appeal passed upon in the 
present decision is in the celebrated Iowa 
case. The court holds that new evidence has 
been introduced showing that the invention 
was in public use more than two years before 
GREEN applied fora patent. ‘‘The vested 
interests” in this case are comparable in 
magnitude to those involved in the tele- 
phone litigation, as there aresomething like 
half a million driven wells in use, upon 
which the owners of the patent proposed to 
collect a royalty of $10 each. If the Bell 
Telephone people have not been secretly 
advised of the court’s intentions, this de- 
cision will be as discouraging to them as 
that sustaining the Maxwell land grant 
and some other similar decisions were en- 
couraging. It shows that the Supreme 


Court is unwilling to sustain an invalid 
patent on the sole ground that its annul- 


ment would seriously disturb a great and 
profitable monopoly. 

The Assembly committee learned yester- 
day that the Hudson River Telephone Com- 
pany’s capital stock was $2,000,000, of 
which $1,859,850 had been issned. This 
represented, as the company’s officers say, 
an actual investment of only $614,499. An 
officer of the company testified that $700,-

privilege of doing business. But this does 
not cover the Bell Company’s interest in this 
organization.

WHY NOT BLAINE? 

We have sympathy with, and some com- 
passion for, the excellent Republicans who 
are protesting that the recent election in 
this State ought to prevent the renomina- 
tion of Mr. BLAINE next year. They have 
logic, common sense, and the best interests 
of their party on their side, and they are 
simply drawing correct inferences from the 
appeals made on the eve of the election by 
the organs of Mr. BLAINE in the press and 
on the platform. But we are sorry to say 
that there is very little reason to ex- 
pect that their protests will be list- 
ened to or that the nomination 
will not goto Mr. BLAINE if he makes up 
his mind that he wants it. When, during 
the Summer, it was given out by his friends 
that he was coy and that from his elegant 
retirement he would not again seek the 
arena of politics unless he were called by a 
united party to a sure triumph, we suppose 
there were good, easy-going men in the Re- 
publican ranks who took these statements 
for the truth. They did not see that they 
were meant only to stimulate the zeal of the 
votaries, and give to partisan effort the 
added incentive of the hope of bringing Mr. 
BLAINE again into the field. 

But it will be noticed that his intimate 
political friends know very well how to 
treat these utterances of the bashful candi- 
date. Had the election in New-York been 
favorable to the Republican machine in- 
stead of disastrous to it, they would have 
declared that every vote was a call to 
BLAINE to lead the reorganized and tri- 
umphant party to greater victory next 
year. Now they are crying out that the re- 
cent defeat only shows theneed of BLAINE’S 
leadership, that HILu’s majority in 1885 
and Coox’s still greater majority this year, 
compared with CLEVELAND’s beggarly show- 
ing in 1884, give the measurement of 
BLAINE’s relative strength and show that he 
is the only candidate who can hope to carry 
this State against Mr. CLEVELAND, who is 
sure to be nominated by the Democrats. 
The course of their reasoning is dishearten- 
ing to those Republicans who still nurse the 
belief that their party exists for some other 
purpose than to elect its candidates, if 
possible, without reference to the charac- 
ter of those candidates. In 1885 the Blaine 
men agreed that Mr. DAvENPORT’s defeat 
was a crushing refutation of the silly no- 
tion that character counted for anything in 
a Republican candidate. This year they are 
ingenuously pleading that a ticket backed 
by the best organizing skill of the ma- 
chine has not availed because there was no 
magnetism in it. And the conclusion is 
obvious that only Mr. BuarNer’s brilliant 
wantof character and exceptional personal 
magnetism can save the party. They do 
not, of course, take public cognizance of 
the possibility that decent Republicans 


at that price, though in ‘their hearts they 
know that thatis where the danger lies. 

If the Republican Party is to present next 
year anything like the same character it 
presented this year we do not see why Mr. 
BLAINE is not indicated very plainly as its 
proper and sufficient candidate. He will, so 
far as we can see, very fairly express its 
ideal, He is no worse a manthan PLATT 
and is much less displeasing. If the Re- 
publicans of New-York can stomach the 
policy and the proceedings of the agent 
they need not be expected to revolt at 
the principal. Mr. BLAINE is a good pro- 
tectionist and always will be as long as 
the protected manufacturers can be in- 
duced to contribute to his ¢ampaign 
funds. He is an unscrupulous partisan, 
and his orthodoxy will be proof against 
any temptations to decency or fair play in 
the management of his party. He relies as 
readily as PLaTT upon the aid of any faction, 
such as the Henry George party, that can be 
expected to draw votes from the Democracy,

tools. He would be just as ready to 
“work” the Irish Catholic vote, and, now 
that he has had the experience of this year, 
would not be guilty of setting up a Catholic 
Burchard like Dr. McGLyNN. Hecan enlist 
the power of the greedier and more unprin- 
cipled corporations on his side, and would 
be much more likely to be trusted by them 
than PLaTT is because he is not, to put it 
plainly, so hoggish as is the ex-Senator. 
It is not easy to see anything in the aims of 
the Republican Party, as demonstrated in 
the last campaign in this State, that 
BLAINE could not be expected to carry out, 
Whether the majority of the voters in the 
State of New-York approve those aims or 
would support Mr. Blaine as the exponent 
of them is a different question. To the 
genuine BLAINE men it is an indifferent 
question. They would rather take the risk 
of defeat with him than the certainty of 
success with a better man. 


LIBERTY AND ANARCHY. 

A prominent officer of the Police Depart- 
ment of this city suggests that it will be one 
of the first duties of the next Legislature to 
pass a law giving the police authorities dis- 
cretionary power in granting permits for 
processions, parades, public meetings, &c. 
This suggestion, of course, has reference 
to the unlawful purposes avowed by the 
Anarchists, who are just now in a state of 
exasperation because it has been demon- 
strated that they will not be allowed to 
commit murder with impunity. There 
is no doubt that the Anarchists are a 
dangerous element in the community and 
that their teachings and threats, whether 
conveyed in utterances at public meetings 
or in demonstrations attending public 
parades, are a direct incitement to disorder 
and crime. The community has aright not 
only to suppress disorder and punish crime, 
but to use all reasonable measures to pre- 
vent them. The Anarchists stand on a 
different footing from any class that we 
have heretofore had to deal with in this 
country. Their attitude is not that of 
social reform or the advocacy of new 
doctrines. They have placed themselves 
in direct hostility to the institutions and 
laws of the country and advocate a violent 
resistance to authority and the destruction 
by force of the agencies employed to en- 
force its mandates. They thereby place 
themselves outside the law and have no 
aims or purposes which the State is bound 
to protect. In protecting itself it is com- 
pelled to regard them as public enemies. 

The existence of such an organization 
may call for a modification of our laws, 
which are adapted to the theory that in a 
country where the people rule and make 
their own laws all citizens are law-abiding 
except those who actually commit crimes. 
The idea that bodies of men would exist for 
the purpose of advocating, promoting, and 
justifying the commission of crime under 
the pretense of reforming social conditions 
was not contemplated in framing existing 
laws. It has been assumed that any body 
of citizens who desired to parade the streets 
could safely be permitted to do so, subject 
to such restrictions as might be necessary 
to prevent the interruption of their use for 
other purposes. The only power given to 
the police of this city in the matteris that 
of designating how much of the width of the 
streets along the proposed route of any 
parade may beoccupied by it. But when 
it is proposed that a body of criminals or of 
advocates of crime sball turn out to protest 
against the enforcement of the laws or to 
denounce upon banners and transparencies 
the authorities of the land and to incite 
violent attacks upon them, an entirely new 
question is forced upon the attention of the 
people, 

Our laws contemplate no such thing as 
the prevention of public meetings and make 
no provision therefor. They define riot and 
unlawful assemblies and provide for the 
suppression of the former and the dispersion 
of the latter and for the punishment of those 
who participate in them, but they do not 
assume in advance that any assembly will 
be riotous or unlawful and provide for pre- 
venting it. Butif the time has come when 
the meeting of any organization would from 
the very nature and purposes of thatorgani- 
zation fall underthe condemnation of the law 
as ‘‘ tending toward a breach of the peace or 
an injury to person or property, or any un- 
lawful act,” it may be necessary to provide 
for the prevention of such gatherings. Itis 
unfortunate that we should be compelled to 
consider any such necessity, for there is no 
excuse for its existence. Every honest 
American citizen is anxious that there 
should be no curtailment of liberty of speech 
or of assembly; but when a lot of rabid for- 
eigners come here without the least under- 
standing of the institutions or sympathy 
with the principles of our Government, and 
not only teach hatred to those institutions 
and principles, but incite to violent at- 
tacks upon those who are charged with 
public duties, we are forced to con- 
sider whether our own safety does 
not require the suppression of their incen- 
diary designs. They have not the excuse 
of being here against their will and finding 
themselves under oppression. They come 


} here of their own accord, and they find 


themselves under institutions made by the 
people themselves for their own protection 


and advancement. Their presence is not de-. 


sired, and we would gladly be rid of them. 
But if they stay they should not he per- 
mitted to make war upon law and order 
and incite ignorant and reckless men to vio- 
lent attacks upon persons and property and 
to the murder of the agents of public au- 
thority. 

The subject is a difficult one to deal with 
for the very reason that our institutions 
give no excuse for such teachings and in- 
citements as those of the Anarchists, and 
their spirit is opposed to the supposition 
that any class of citizens is to be treated 
as enemies of the Commonwealth, which 
rests on the good will of the people for sup- 
port. We should not like to see what has 
been regarded as the sacred right of ex- 
pressing popular sentiments in public as- 
semblies or demonstrations of any kind 
made subject to the discretion of the police 
authorities, but the peaceable and law-abid- 
ing, who constitute all but a small and tur- 
bulent minority of our people,may find some- 
thing of the kind necessary to their own 
protection. They may not be willing to 
wait until a riot has been started, buildings 
blown up, or citizens and officers of the law 
murdered before dealing with men who 
avow that they are banded together for the 
very purpose of committing these iniquities, 
It will probably not be necessary to make 
the privilege of having a public parade 
or of holding a public meeting de- 
pendent upon the discretion of the po- 
lice authorities, but they should have the 
power to prevent such parades and meet- 
ings when they have reason to believe that 
their purpose is to incite disorder, to pro- 
mote defiance of law, to insult or intim- 
idate public authority, or to urge violent 
attacks upon persons or property. They 
could be held to responsibility in the exer- 
cise of that power, as a safeguard against 
its abuse, by being required to make public 
statement of their reasons for forbidding 
any parade or public meeting. 


A COLOMBIAN REPORT ON THE 
PANAMA CANAL. 

M. pe LEssEeps and his associates have 
always sneered at the reports of the chosen 
agents of our Government concerning the 
Panama Canal Company’s work. They have 
assured their dupes in France that these re- 
ports were purposely misleading because the 
people of the United States were envious of 
French success on the isthmus. They have 
also tried to break the force of exposures 
made in Paris by such financial authorities 
as M. Pau LEROY-BEAULIEU by the asser- 
tion that they were the work of stock job- 
bers who had sold Panama shares for a fall. 
But the old promoter who has been delib- 
erately leading thousands of his country- 
men to ruin cannot dispose of Sefior AR- 
MERO’s report in either of these ways. 

Sefior Nicotas TANCO ARMERO is the 
representative of the Colombian Govern- 
mert on the isthmus in all matters relating 
to the canal. The office which he holds 
was created at the suggestion of pz LEs- 
SEPS himself, in order that questions aris- 
ing between the company and the republic 
from which its concession had been ob- 
tained might be decided without the delay 
that would be caused if they should be 
carried to Bogota, the distant capital. 
Sefior ARMERO has been thoroughly famil- 
iar with the company’s condition and its 
operations since the beginning of the work. 
Constant personal inspection and a knowl- 
edge of the official records and reports have 
fitted him to speak with authority. More- 
over, it cannot be assumed that he is biased 
against the company, for it has continually 
enjoyed the favor of the Colombian Gov- 
ernment and the Colombian people, who 
earnestly desire that DE LESsEPS shall be 
successful. 

M. FERDINAND DE LESSEPS promises that 
the canal shall be opened on Feb. 3, 1890. 
M. VICTOR DE LESSEPS assures 400,000 
holders of shares and bonds that no more 
money will be needed. What does Colom- 
bia’s official representative say? That 
$602,639,080 will be required in addition 
to the $163,606,580 already expended, 
without taking into account the interest 
and administration charges of $20,000,000 
a year; that even if alock system shall be 
substituted for the sea-level plan, the canal 
cannot be opened five years hence, when by 
the terms of the concession Colombia is con- 
ditionally empowered to take possession of 
the entire property. As the company’s ob- 
ligations are now $334,500,000, and as its 
latest loan was raised with great difficulty 
at a discount of 571, per cent., these state- 
ments point to an enormous total of obliga- 
tions, not less than $1,800,000,000, even if 
it should be possible to complete the canal 
in five years and to borrow the required 
amount upon terms not less favorable than 
those exacted last August. 

The company has estimated the entire 
cube of excavation at 120,000,000 meters. 
Sefior ARMERO says the plans cali for 161,- 
000,000, of which 127,074,770 remain to be 
taken out. The average price paid for exca- 
vation thus far has been $1 50 per meter, or 
$2 if expenses of management be included. 
But for the remainder of the work the cost 
per meter will be twiceas much. Of the ma- 
terial to be removed in the formidable 
Culebra division, at least 15,000,000 
meters must be carried eleven miles. The 
work of diverting the course of the Chagres 
River and of restraining the floods has 
“ scarcely been commenced.” Sefior ARMERO 
is assured that the cost of the great dam 
andthe works connected with it will be 
$94,000,000. 

He declares that the company has been 
guilty of misrepresentation as to the num- 
ber of men employed. It has reported that 
it was using 15,000 workmen. “I firmly 
believe,” he says, ‘‘and without risk of 
erring, that there have never been more 
than 5,000. The truthisthat the greater 
number of the working sections are almost 
deserted.” Asfor the company’s financial 
condition, he asserts that itis ‘‘ serious, in- 
volved, and alarming.” 

In spite of this gloomy array of facts the 
Colombian agent displays acurious optim- 
ism with regard to the fate of the enterprise. 
He is confident that the canal will be com- 
pleted because a beginning has been made, 
because so much money has been spent, and 
because “the honor of France is at stake.” 
Apparently he is of the opinion that France, 
to save the nation’s good name and the 
fortunes of so many duped investors, will. 


‘take the burden from DE LEssEPs’s shoul- 


ders. But, as the canal cannot be finished 
in 1892, he warns his Government to be 
prepared to enforce the terms of the conces- 
sion in that year. 

A further fall of 8%f. in Panama shares 
yesterday, in Paris, while other  secu- 
rities were rising, indicates that the sub- 
stance of Sefior ARMERO’Ss report has become 
known in France. We shall be sur- 
prised if his statements do not precipitate 
that great decline in canal securities which 
was sure to take place within a few months 
at the latest. If this shall be its effect, p& 
LEssEPS and his associates will be com- 
pelled to follow the advice of LEROY-BEADU- 
LIEU, and urge holders of shares and bonds 
to yield their claims in favor of a new 
blanket mortgage, or to renew with all the 
force at their command their appeals to the 
French Government for aid. 

TS A ET AOE 
THE RIOT IN LONDON. 

The riot in London on Sunday undoubt- 
edly gave evidence of a great deal of real 
distress. Itis the testimony of competent 
witnesses that the past Summer has been as 
bad a season for the poor as an ordinary 
Winter. Nevertheless, public meetings of 
the unemployed can do no further good 
than to apprise people who are better off 
in the world than those who assemble that 
a multitude of people are in want. They 
have really nothing to say except that 
they are in want, and if the meeting 
of Sunday had been really a wmeet- 
ing of the unemployed it would have 
amounted merely to a procession of street 
beggars so many thousands strong. Such a 
procession might haveits uses. Indeed, the 
effect of the sudden appearance of the popu- 
lation of the East End of London in the 
West End of that city—or for that matter 
the appearance of the inhabitants of the 
poor quarter of any great town in the quar- 
ter of the well-to-do—might induce whole- 
some and moral reflections. 

Unfortunately the ‘“‘ demonstration” is by 
no means confined to these unhappy people. 
The criminal classes of London are very 
numerous and very outrageous, and they 
are sure to appear in their full force as part 
of the honest poor. The assemblage so com- 
posed is then addressed by unscrupulous 
demagogues. Nothing is easier than to 
persuade a destitute person that his destitu- 
tion is not his own fault and is the fault of 
somebody else. This is the easy task the 
agitators in England and elsewhere under- 
take by preaching to the crowd vari- 
ous forms, indigenous or imported, of 
Communism and Socialism. Some of the 
orators undoubtedly believe what they say, 
and others undoubtedly do not. It makes 
little practical difference. The effect of 
telling a large and ignorant crowd of poor 
people that the rich people owe them the 
means of making themselves comfortable 
is to induce them to collect their dues by 
breaking into the houses and shops of the 
rich and helping themse}ves to what they 
desire. This has actually been done upon 
one occasion of late in London. Upon an- 
other and more recent occasion the meeting 
adjourned to Westminster Abbey during 
the hours of service and there conducted it- 
self with outrageous indecency. 

These events showed that between the 
demagogues and the roughs every public 
meeting in the West End of London of the 
dwellersin the East End was a serious men- 
ace to the peace of the city. If the meeting 
announced for Sunday had been held it is 
altogether likely that the disorder caused 
by the attempt to suppress it would have 
been multiplied a hundredfold, and that it 
would finally have taken the form of pro- 
miscuous pillage. If the great crowd that 
was prevented from taking possession of 
Trafalgar-square had been permitted to 
assemble there it would have very soon 
outgrown the power of the police to 
handle. The troops must have been 
called in and employed without mercy. 
Instead of a few scores of broken 
heads there would have been hundreds 
of corpses, for after a great riot is really 
under way nothing can stop its course short 
of an actual massacre. The police authori- 
ties of London acted very wisely in pro- 
hibiting a meeting that experience had 
shown to be so dangerous to the peace. 
There will be no dispute among sensible 
people that the member of Parliament who 
was encouraging the crowd to stand up for 
its “‘rights,” and who was clubbed and 
arrested for his pains, received nomorethan 
he deserved, 

The Police Commissioners, it seems, can- 
not find any warrant of law for suppressing 
an indecent procession in the public streets, 
but they can find warrant for suppressing 
an indecent performance in a hall hired for 
the purpose, to which admittance is had 
only by ticket. This was done on Saturday 
night to a mock “wake” in honor of the 
murderers hanged in Chicago the day be- 
fore. Perhaps Capt. McCULLAGH acted on 
his own responsibility and sense of de- 
cency in suppressing this gathering, in 
which case it is to be regretted that 
his spirit could not have prevailed at 
headquarters two days before. Certainly a 
mock funeral in the streets isa more ob- 
jectionable performance, both in its in- 
herent indecency and in the incitement it 
offers to a breach of the peace, than a mock 
funeral in a hired hall. If the change of 
policy indicates that the police have dis- 
covered powers they did not believe them- 
selves to possess, it isa matter for congratu- 
lation.

DR. PARKER ON BEECHER. | 


A SUPPLEMENTARY TRIBUTE TO THE 
GREAT PREACHER’S WORTH. 
Cuicaco, Nov. 14.—The Rev. Dr. Joseph 
Parker, of the City Temple, London, was preg 
ent to-day at the regular Monday meeting of 
Congregational ministers, and the attendance 
was larger than usual, in anticipation of the dis 


tinguished orator’s coming. Dr, Parker was in-, 
troduced to the meeting as ‘an epistle known, 
aud read of all men.” 

“If Tam an epistle,” said Dr. Parker, “known’ 
and read of all men, as wy brother ‘has so gen- 
erously imagined, then there can be no wrong in 
assuming that the most of you are fully aware 
that [came to this country to deliver a eulogy 
on mny sainted and crowned friend, Henry Ward 
Beecher. [Ihavelived with Mr. Beecher week 
after week, day and meght, and have traveled 
with him from city to city, and I have seen him 
under all varieties of circumstances, and my 
only wish is that I might be able, according to 
the measure of My ¢apacity, to imitate the ex- 
cellences that shone so radiantiy in his noble 
character. Assuming that all this was known 
to you, [attach the greater significance to the 
invitation with which you have honored me.” 

The speaker paused, and his audience respond. 
ed with hearty applause. Having remarked upon 
evangelical preaching, as more likely than any 
other to touch every point of human life, Dr. 
Parker suggested that it might be well to hold a 
conference in Chicago, and that the conference 
should be conducted upon the freest possible 
lines, and that discussion from every point of 
view should be encouraged. He said: “If, in 
evangelical preaching we are wrong, by all 
means let us knowit. If any man has a larger 
wisdom or a truer metbod of meeting the neces- 
sities of the age. I for one, am _ quite 
prepared to extinguish my little lamp 
and to letin his fuller sunshine. All we shouid 
aim atis to be right and to be doing the largest 
amount of good. This is the spirit in which I 
wish to work. During my intermission of pas- 
toral labor I have had occasion to hear ministers 
of various churches, and my testimony is that 
when I enter a church where they do not pray, 
but simply ‘aspire;’ where they have no 
doctrine, but only theory; where they dis- 
place historical Christianity by the ‘uncon- 
ditioned infinite,” and by some _ reference 
to the ‘circumambient invisible,’ and 
where allthe words are polysyliables, [ find a 
sad lack of active charity as embodied in Sunday 
scbools, Dorcas societies, sick-visiting societies, 
and earnest philanthropic work among the poor 
ana the outcast. But where I find that the 
eross of Corist is first, midst, and last, I tind the 
people stirred with a holy ambition to make the 
world better than they found it. Any religion 
that will de thatisthe religion by which I am 
prepared to live, and in the hope of which [ 
would dare to die.”

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THE LAND OFFICE QUARREL 


AN EXPLANATION OF MR. 
LAMARS COURSE. 

MR. SPARKS’S INSUBORDINATE ACTS RE- 

VIEWED—THE SECRETARY’S LETTER 


A RESULT OF LONG PROVOCATION. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 14,.—Because Secre- 
tary Lamar does not follow up his published 
letter to Land Commissioner Sparks, in which 
he insists that one or the other must leave the 
Interior Department, with interviews or other 
forms of explanation, it is not to be supposed 
that he has ceased to de interested in the matter. 
On the contrary, he is aradically changed manin 
his conversational treatmentof Mr. Sparks. From 
his point of view the Secretary regards the career 
of the Land Commissioner as having been far 
from the prodigious success that some of Mr. 
Sparks’s friends have described it. While Mr. 
Sparks has won a reputation for honesty, indus- 
try, and obstinate resistance to the land grab- 
bers, and Mr. Lamar’s friends do not attempt to 
question his honesty, they speak of his industry 
as being largely vocal, and his obstinacy as a 
cause of delay and the undoubted denial of 
proper attention to thousands of persons, 
rather than an exhibition of intelligent 
and discriminating judgment in the dispatch 
of business. Mr. Lamar, from the time 
it firat begar to be noised about that Mr. Sparks 


did not altogether agree with him, has invaria- 
‘bly and persistently refused to say a word in re- 
ply to any of the reports credited to Mr. Sparks 
that were brought to him. During more than 
two years he has listened to reports of Mr. 
Sparks’s complaints about the failure of the 
Secretary to support him. He has not only re- 
fused to discuss them, but he has obliged 
correspondents who wrote to him on this 
subject to recast their letters, and has 
insisted that the Land Commissioner 
could not be held responsible for acts 
for which he, as Secretary, could alone be hela 
responsible, The Secretary has not seen the 
business of the Land Office rapidly clogging up 
without grave concern. The criticisms of him, 
emanating clearly enough from the Land Office, 
but never coming to him from the Commissioner, 
have grievously vexed him. Not less distress- 
ing was this matter of criticism, because it was 
made upinsuch a manner as to present Mr. 
Sparks as the discoverer of a policy favorable to 
the “honest settler,” and asa champion for 
that policy who was laboring under the disad- 
vantage of opposition from his chief officer. 

The letter of Mr. Sparks which came into Mr. 
Lamar’s possession on Thursday had, it seems, 
been outlined to several correspondents some 
time before Mr. Lamar could getit. The Secre- 
tary had demanded that Mr. Sparks should pro- 
ceed under tne law to adjust the grant of the 
Omaha Railroad. Mr. Sparks had put him off. 
The Secretary insisted upon having a part of the 
letter if it was not completed, and event- 
ually got it all. Before this, and _ before 
the Secretary had directed Mr. Sparks 
to adjust the grant, he had called him 
into his office to give him bis letter of direction, 
and requested him to make any objection that 
hecould suggest. He made none. When Mr. 
Sparks was reminded, after long delay, to com- 
ply with the act of Congress directing the ad- 
justment to be made, that he must carry out 
the order, he intimated that he proposed 
to write a letter to the Secretary, giving 
geome reasons why the order should not 
be enforced. Mr. Lamar declared that he 
did not desire to receive the letter. He wouid 
hear any suggestions, or he would consider them 
in writing, but be did not want a letter ad- 
dressed to him or signed by the Commissioner 
of the Land Office. It was upon the receipt of 
this letter, which Mr. Lamar found to be 
a review of all the differences between 
himself and the Commissioner, that Mr. 
Lamar sat down to write his letter 
the Commissioner. He did not consult the 
President before he wrote it. He did not speak 
to Mr. Vilas about it. He required the repre- 
sentatives of the press'tirst to read Mr. Sparks’s 
letter to him, and then furnished them witb his 
reply, suggesting that it would suit him to have 
all or any part of Mr. Sparks’s letter published, 
to show upon what prevocation the reply had 
been written. After he had given his letter to 
the press, and sent a copy to Mr. Sparks, he took 
it to the President. 

As for the reports that Mr. Sparkes’s with- 


drawal from the department will be followed by | 


a change of policy, arclaxing of the purpose of 
the Administration to take and hold all public 
lands not earned by grant or reservation, and 
to keep them for bona fide settlers, Mr. Lamar 
declares that they are bosh and rubbish. There 
will, he says, be no change of policy. There 
will be regard for law and an attempt to enforce 
it, but the land grabbers will not be better off 
for Sparke's going. 

| Mr. Sparks was at his office for a short time 
‘to-day, but he was far from well and was notin 
condition to trust himself to discuss the letter 
of Mr. Lamar or the nature of his reply. That 
reply will, of course, be tothe President. It 
will scarcely be a resignation. Mr. Sparks will 
go over his career as Land Commissioner and 
endeavor to show that he hus beenright. He 
will be unable to avoid showing that he and the 
Secretary have disacreed, and in repeating the 
argument made in his letter of last Thursday he 
will unauestionably insist that he has proved 
‘the Secretary to be wrong in his law and facts, 
while the Commissioner has been right. 

Mr. Lamar has taken very philosophically the 
severe criticisms madeupon him. “From the 
standpoint of THE TIMES,” he says for instance, 
“they were quite right in characterizing my let- 
ter as they did.” He feels that by keeping silent 
while the Commissioner of the Land Office has 
been industriously cultivating publicity he has 
apneared to be indifferent and has permitted an 
unfivorable itmapression to be formed of his pur- 
prse:x. He can only hope to be able to correct 
that by securing attention to the courses re- 
spectively of himself and his Commissioner.

An Associated Press dispatch this afternoon 
reported that Mr. Don M. Dickinson, of Michi- 
gan, had telegraphed to the President his ac- 
ceptance of the office of Postmaster-General, to 


be occupied by him upon the transfer of Mr. 
Vilas to the Interior Department to _ suc- 
ceed Mr. Lamar. But Mr. Dickinson 
did not telegraph. Gentlemen who are offered 
Cabinet officers do not often refuse them, and 
they never decline them by telegraph. Mr. 
Dickinson has been a very discreet man, and 
has told only a very few intimate friends that 
he had been offered the place of Postmaster- 
General. But he did tella friend some months 
pgo that there had been some talk of 
utting him in the Interior Department, and 
hat friend did not forget the fact, so that when 
he found Mr. Dickinson here a few days ago, and 
addressed him suddenly about ‘that Cabinet 
place,” the Michigan Democrat incautiously 
replied in a way to prove that he was really ex- 
pecting to go into the Cabinet. He has been 
disposed to plead too great poverty and 
inability to give up private for public 
Dusiness; but heis fond of power, and desirous 
of showing his ability to carry on the work 
Pestmaster-General Vilas has conducted up to 
this time. It is understood that all of the im- 
portant changes proposed to be made will not 
pe announced until Congress meets, and that 
they will be the first communications to the 
Senate by the President after the annual mes- 
sage has been sent in. ae 


Mr. C. 8. Fairchild, the Secretary of the Treas- 
ary,and Mr. L. Q. C. Lamar, the Secretary of 
‘the Interior, left for New-York this afternoon at 
4 o’elock. They will to-morrow night be guests 


‘of the Chamber of Commerce at the annual din- 
ner of that body, and Secretary Lamar 
will probably be called upon to speak 
to the usual toast to “The President of 
the United States.’”” The opportunity to hear 
Mr. Lamar will be an event, for, strange as it 
may sound, he has never spoken before an audi- 
ence in New-York. He was never a prolific 
speaker in Congress, and while in the Senate 
ppoke very infrequently, but always with earn- 
estuess and force when he felt impelled to ad- 
tress the body. 

The President has begun work upon his annual 
message, aud has, at the same time, denied him- 
self to all visitors except those having business 


of importance to talk upon. He has just three 
weeks in which to get it ready for submission to 
Vongress on its first meeting day, December 5.

OULVER CAR STABLES BURNED. 


ONE HUNDRED AND SIXTY HORSES 
LOST AND $175,000 DAMAGE DONE. 
The station of the Prospect Park and 

Coney Island Railroad and the stables of the 
Vanderbilt-Avenue Horse Railroad, occupying 
a big three-story brick building on Ninth-ave- 
nue, Brooklyn, extending along the avenue from 
Nineteenth to Twentieth sireet and back from 
the avenue a distance of 125 feet, a long frame 
atructure in the rear, covering the platforms at 
which passengers on the railroad were landed, 
and several other buildings near by, were de- 
stroyed by fire last night. 

At 6 o’clock the fire was discovered in the feed 
room, and three alarms brought ten engines and 
three truck companies to the scene. The 
short supply of water prevented the firemen 


from getting more than three streams playing 
on the hot walls, and they were unable to pro- 
duce any impression upon the fire, which spread 
to three brick buildings owned by James Daly, 
the occupants of which had barely time to save 
themselves. 

The feed room, in which the fire started was 
filled with oats, hay’ and straw, and had in one 
corner a small engine and an elevator, This en- 
gine was stopped at 5 o’clock and its fire was 
extinguished. On the first floor were 25 cars 
belonging to the Vanderbilt-Avenue Road and 
three cars of the Coney Island Railroad. Onthe 
second fioor 160 horses were suffocated by 
the smoke, the foreman of the Vanderbilt-Ave- 
nue Line having succeeiied in saving only 23 
horses. The end of the tire came only when the 
Stables and all buildings near by were burned up. 

William Richardson, the President of the At- 
lantic-Avenue Railroad Company and the owner 
of the Vanderbilt-Avenue Line, said last night 
that either one of the workmen accidentally 
caused the fire by dropping a cigar or a pipe 
among the feed or some one intentionally fired 
the place. There was absolutely nothing in the 
feed recom which could in itself create a fire. 
Mr. Richardson thought it very peculiar that, 
within a year, three of his biggest stables, the 
one of Butler-street, the Seventh-avenue sheds, 
and now the Vanderbilt-avenue terminus should 
have been destroyed by fire. He could not 
understand such a series of accidents. 

The building was erected in 1872 by the 
Prospect Park and Coney Island Railroadat a 
cost of $85,000. Later the frame station in the 
rear was added at a cost of $10,000. The prep- 
erty could be duplicated now, Mr. Richardson 
thought, for $60,000. The building is totally 
destroyed. To that $53,000 must be added— 
$28,000 lost in horses, $20,000 on rolling stock, 
consisting of 23 open and closed cars, and $5,000 
worth of feed. This makesa total loss of 113,000 
on which Mr. Richardson has about $65,000 
insurance, distributed as follows: Building, 
$22,000; horses, $22,000; rolling stock, $17,000, 
and feed, $4,000, 

The loss of the Coney Island Road is very 
amali, and is fully covered by insurance. The 
frame station was worth $10,000, and three 
cars which were destroyed were valued at 
$3,500. Four engines were saved, and the bal- 
ance of the rolling stock is stored at Coney Isl- 
and. 

James Daly, who owned the buildings oppo- 
site, lost about $30,000 and had only $1,500 in- 
surance. The tenants of the other two build- 
ings lost about $3,500 on their household prop- 
erty. The entire loss by the fire can safely be 
placed at $175,000. At9o’clock the ruins were 
smoldering and all danger of further spreading 
Was over.

COL. GEBHARD’S CHARGES PRONOUNCED 
FALSE AND HE TO BE HEARD. 

In the proceedings brought by Col. Ed- 
ward Gebhard against the New-York Club 
to restrain it~ from taking action look- 
ing to his expulsion for conduct un- 
becoming a gentleman, Judge Barrett yes- 
terday aissolved the injunction. He said the 
matter of determining the question whether 
Col. Gebhard was guilty of the matters charged 


was one of which the club had original juris- 
Giction. If it should fail todo him ju-tice, then 
a court of equity would be the place to apply 
for redress. 

In the course of the proceedings before Judge 
Barrett Col. Gebhard objected to being tried by 
the Board of Direction of the club, because the 
members were prejudiced against him, and al- 
leged that one of them, Mr. Nathaniel Whitman, 
was unfit to sit in trial upon his case, for he had 
detected him in cheating at cards. Mr. Whit- 
man, upon hearing of this charge, immediately 
demanded of the club the appointment of an in- 
vestizating committee to hear the evidence and 
decide upon its truth or falsity. The matter 
coming up last night ata meeting of the Board 
of Direction, called at the request of Mr. Whit- 
man, Col. Gebhard failed to appear. In- 
stead of that he sent in his resignation. 
This the board refused, under the circumstances, 
to consider, and after hearing the evidence of 
Mr. Whitman in relation to the charge adopted 
the following, the preamble to which gave the 
facts of the charge and Col. Gebhard’s failure to 
appear: 

Resolved, That after hearing Mr. Whitman and 
his evidence pronouncing such a charge to be a 
wicked and malicious lieand without any foundation 
in truth whatever, in the opinion of this board such 
a charge against Mr. Whitman is utterly unfounded. 

This disposed of the charge against Mr. Whit- 
man so far as he was concerned. What, if any 
action against Col. Gebhard in relation to them 
was taken at last night’s meeting the Secretary 
refused to say. Col. Gebhard’s resignation was 
not accepted, nor would it be. The 
matter now reverted to its condition before 
the injunction was granted by Judge Barrett. 
The club would set another day when the ac- 
cused member could appear, with counsel if be 
saw fit, and defend himself. The intimation 
was that the club would carry the prosecution 
of Col. Gebhard forward to expulsion, now, in 
its own vindication and for the purpose of pun- 
ishing him for his contumacious conduct.

AMUSEMENTS, | 
MRS. POTTER AS INEZ. 

Mrs. Potter acted, in the Fifth-Avenue 
Theatre last night, the part of Inez in “Loyal 
Leve,” a conventional drama of an old-fashioned 
kind, written by one Ross Neal. This name is 
said to be the pseudonym of awoman. “Loyal 
Love” was listened to with attention, and 
its performance received a great deal of 
applause. The play serves Mrs. Potter's 
purpose better than its predecessor, for its story 
is simple, the action is direct, and it does not 
last too long. The story is trite, to be sure, the 
characters poetic abstractions rather than types 
of humanity, and the language like the verse 
written for stage use by the Rev. Whitehead, 
Aaron Hill, Dr. Hoadley, Lillo, and a host of 
other English dramatists who used to be held in 
reverence, (to say nothing disrespectful of Dry- 
den and Addison,) archaic and stilted. 

The text contains few evidences of imagina- 
tive power or felicity of expression. But the 
heroine is a clearly understood personage. She 
loves fondly; has perfect faith in the object of 
her love; is driven to despair, but not dishonor, 
in his absence; preserves her dignity and 
virtue under the stress of temptation and 


threat, and faces death bravely rather than 
be false to her plighted troth. There is for the 
actress portraying this character a scene of 
ardent love in sunshine and moonlight; a scene 
of defiance; a scene of tearful pleading; a scene 
of calm, tearless resignation to the force of fate. 
Tn these primary dramatic situations the posi- 
tive natural talent of Mrs. Potter, the excellent 
quality of her voice, and the measure of skill in ex- 
pression she has acquired were agreeably ‘ex- 
hibited, and the faults of inexperience were less 
noticeable than they might be in a play that 
touched more closely the facts of life. It is true, 
of course, that people live and love and suffer. 
These are after all the chief facts of life, but in 
plays like ** Loyal Love” they are presentea in a 
sort of strained symbolism, without an approach 
to correlative facts. There is no picture of real 
life, even in an idealized form. There is 
no human background. The true poet, in 
his loftiest filghts, convinces the mind and 
touches the heart simply because he preserves 
the truth of nature. Authors like Ross Neal are 
as much like poets as the small boy who 
copies in his writing book, in a cramped, 
awkward hand, the form of the fair script at 
the head of the page is like a skillful penman; 
he labors to reproduce the arbitrary curves 
and shading of the copy, and it is ten to one 
you will uot be able to read the sentence 
after he has finished it. The language of 
‘* Loyal Love,” except in an odd scene here 
and there, is an imitation of the languagefthat 
was spoken on the stage in tragedy when people 
thought Sheridan Knowles a second Shake- 
speare; the play follows forms tbat were 
always artificial and unnatural. Yet, as we 
have said, the play will for the time serve Mrs. 
Potter's purpose, just as an elaborate “exercise” 
put together by a pretentious music teacher 
often serves to show the skillof a young pian- 
ist. ‘* Loyal Love” is not to be considered seri- 
ously as drama, nor is the “ exercise” called 
by honest musicians music. The passions of 
love, terror, grief, despair, have been indicated 
by great actors with no better text to use than 
the simple alphabet, The symbolic text of 
“ Loyal Love” is sufficiently useful toenable Mrs. 
Potter to show how clearly she can depict the 
passionsits author has tried laboriously to de- 
note. Her great personal charm gives tempo- 
rary value to the simple scenes; the apparent 
sincerity of her efforts lends force to the 
stilted verse. The fervor and tenderness of the 
love scene delighted the audience last night, and 
the clear, ringing tones of the actress’s voice 
in the scene of the defiance called forth admiring 
cheers. 

To understand the play more clearly, for the 
sake of Mra. Potter's acting in it, let us look 
more closely at its incidents, Acertain King of 
Portugal (who appears to have been a good deal 
ofa fool) has ason and Pedrois hisname. One 
Gonzales is the King’s trusted counsellor. Gon- 
zales, it appears, wants to be King himself, but 
he keeps his desire profoundly secret. Why, 
however, with that end in view, he should de- 
sire Pedroto marry, and thus increase ip num- 
ber the rightful heirs to the throne, is not ex- 
plained; but he is a queer Gonzales, and he 
wants to wed the Prince to the Infanta of Cas- 
tile. Well, the King looks favorabiy upon this 
proposition, aud, summoning his son, makes 
known his wish. The following remarks pass 
between them: 


Pedro.—H-11 itself shall not force me, 
Though its fierce flames wither the ground 
On which I stand! 
King.— These words to me! 
Am TI to think you mad! 

Well, Gonzales is asly dog. Pedro’s refusal to 
take a wifesets him thinking. Cherchezla femme! 
When Pedro goes out Gonzales follows him. 
A garden spot among the mountains is 
the next scene, and here is beautiful 
Inez, the Prince’s bride, embroidering and 
picking at rose leaves, and sighing ‘He 
cometh not.” Tn a long dialogue 
with a faithful retainer she tells the story of her 
love and marriage. Then Pedro comes, and they 
whisper soft words, while the red sun goes 
down and the green moon rises, and the soft 
tints change on the clinging yellow robe of the 
young wife. The one origina! passage in the 
text is spoken here. Inez calls her tambour 
frame her calendar. See, she says, when 
you were last here I was working at this 
bunch of violets, and the flowers that have 
since grown show how many long, weary days 
Ihave waited. Then Pedro goes, and as Inez 
stands by her doorway, with a whispered prayer 
upon her lips, Gonzales emerges from the 
shadow, and exclaims, ‘‘Never before have I 
looked upon beauty!” His exclamation seemed 
reasovable tolast night’s audience. Mrs. Pot- 
ter’s is the handsomest face now in the public 
e 


ye. 
Gonzales abducts Inez and imprisons her; the 


Prince is thrown inafrenzy of despair. State- 
ments are made to each ef the lovers that the 
other is false. They are unheeded, for their 
love is loyal. Gonzales, smitten with the 
beauty of his prisoner, offers her his 
love, his life, and a throne. She repuises 
him. Then, because she knows his ambition, to 
preserve himself he must kill her. He forces 
upon her a_ goblet filled with _ poisoned 
wine; she fearlessly drains it to the 
health ot Pedro. But the old King dies. 
Pedro breaks down the doors of the 
prison. The populace proclaims him King. 
Gonzales stands at bay. But he has one exeuse 
for gloating, s0 he gloats. He has killed the 
Queen! But what is this ‘old retainer’ 
saying? Not dead? Only a sleeping 
draught? Ha, ha, villain, for years I[ 
have been your dupe and slave, but at 
last I have foiled yeu! Inez, recovering from 
her stupor, is raised by Pedro, and, falling upon 
his shoulder, abe throws her arms backward, 
encircling his neck, and the green curtain falls 
upon a unique tableau. 

Pictorially the performance of Mrs. Potter has 
charm enough to crowd the Fifth-Avenue The- 
atre all this week. the last of her engage- 
ment there. As dramatic art her acting 
demands, and will receive from all im- 
partial judges, serious consideration. It is 
intelligent, unaffected, and, in one or two 
passages, unexpectedly forcible. There is an 
element in this performance that suggests 
vaguely, of course, the simple beauty and pathos 
of Bernhardt’s DonaSol. Her adaptability for the 
poetic drama is manifested in every scene; she 
reads verse clearly, distinctly, and gracefully. 
She shows a greater command of herself and 
more abundant resource than she was permitted 
to show in **Mile. de Bressier;” and the chief 
fault of her work in that play, monotonous 
speech, is not so apparent in this play. 
The scope of her voice is ample; its tones are 
all agreeable; she still errs in the direction of 
measured delivery, but on the stage one must 
learn to be artificial before becoming natural. 

Mr. Kyrle Bellew sustainea the part of the 
Prince with eloquense, fervor, and dramatic 
strength. Mr. Joseph Haworth devoted his fine 
talent to the character of Gonzales. His act- 
ing was well studied and generally effect- 
ive. He _ nature into shallow arti- 
fice. His soliloquy on the steps of the throne at 
the close of Act I. seemed to be an object lesson 
in the art of acting. It was carefully thought 
out, and executed with nice precision. The play 
does not carry conviction with it. To say the 
truth, Mr. Haworth was burdenéd with a thank- 
less part. 


METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 

The third performance of Wagner’s music 
drama, “Siegfried,” was given at the Metropoll- 
tan Opera House last evening. The house was 
well filled with an extremely attentive and ap- 
preciative audience. The custom of silence dur- 
ing the progress of the performance was ob- 
served, but at the end of each act the ap- 
plause was loud and long. There was 
nothing new to note in last evening’s 
proceedings save that the general symmetry 
of the presentation was increased by smooth- 
ness in detail. Repetition does not materially 
alter the impressions made by the first hearing 
of this notable work. The merits of tne 
music-drama us well as its defects were then 
commented on at length, and it is unnecessary 
to devote much space to them now. 
The performance last evening showed a 
perceptible improvement in balance and direct- 
ness of effort, though it lacked some of the im- 
pulseand enthusiasm which are inseparable from 
a first night. Herr Alvary’s interpretation of 
the title rOle deservedly gains in public favor, and 
Herr Ferency has imparted greater signiticance 
to the grotesque aspects of his part. Herr Fiseher 
was not in good voice last night, but he sang Wo- 
tan with his dignity of style. Friulein Lilli Leh- 
mann repeated her noble impersonation of Brun- 
hilde, while Herr von Milde, Herr Elmblada, and 
Friulein Brandt again filled their former réles. 
There was a@ noticeable improvement in the 
delicacy of the orchestral work, and Herr 
Seid] deserves praise for an especially intel- 
ligent reading of the score in the “ Waldweben” 
episode. 


DOCKSTADER’S. 

There was more enthusiasm and laughter 
even than usual at Dockstader’s last evening. 
The singing at the session of the Knickerbocker 
Club was lengthened out to an imordinate ox-

Mr. Dockstader 
sang a new song in addition to two old 
favorite ones, two gvod acrobatic song and 
dance men, and twocomic and agile pugilists 
gave characteristic acts, and Mr. Edwin French 
did as well with a banjo as needs be. All these 
bits were well received, and the incidental 
jokes, some new and the others so furbished up 
that it took an expert to detect their age, helped 
along the merriment. The afterpiece. a 
burlesque on “Faust,” entitled ‘Black Faust,” 
was a little more pretentious, but wuech better 
than anything Mr. Dockstader has yet civen. It 
is not yet as funny as it will be made before Mr. 
Dockstader and bis merry men are through 
with it, but it has some clever hits, several good 
songs, transformation scenes, and other clever 
accessories. Some electrical effects, which 
were rather bunglingly given last evening, will 
be better presented hereafter. Rieger, Moreland, 
Frillman, Maxwell, Quinn, Sheppard, and Dock- 
stader himself make up the cast. Two songs, 
one a chorus by messenger boys and the other a 
part song by Dockstader, are likely to become 
popular. There isa good deal to laugh at and 
much to admire in Dockstader’s programme, as 
it stands,

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OLARA CERIAINLY WEDDED. 
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{ISS KELLOGG’S MARRIAGE TO MANAGER 
STRAKOSCH. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 14.—The Journal’s 
specials from Elkhart and Madison tell the 
whole story of the marriage of Miss Clara 
Louise Kellogg and her manager, Mr. 
Charles Strakosch. The company were booked 
for an entertainment before the Lecture 
Association at Elkhart on Wednesday 
night. They arrived on Tuesday, and later in 
the day were joined by Strakosch, who 
had been in advance of thetroupe. On Tues- 


day evening the entire company attended the 
entertainment, “‘ Keep it Dark,” Miss Kellogg and 
Mr. Strakosch occupying a box where, of course, 
they attracted about as much attention as the 
entertainment proper. On Wednesday the 
guests at the hotel where the company stopped 
thoughtMr.Strakosch was the most devoted man- 
ager they had ever seen, a8 he was constantly 
at Miss Kellogg’s side, and could not put in 
enough time waiting on her, but they supposed 
the display was only a style peculiar to the 
gentleman, and not expressive of the adoration 
that was playing havoc with his demeanor. 

On Wednesday afternoon, however, he took 
the train to Goshen, the county seat, where he 
secured a license for tke marriage of 
himself and Miss Kellogg, enjoining the 
most profound secrecy on the part of 
the officials with whom he camein contact. He 
then returned to Elkhart, and at 4 o’clock he 
and Miss Kellogg started out abeut the streets, 
apparently only on sight-seeing bent; but 
having informed themselves as to the lay 
of the land beforehand, they walked into the 
rectory of St. John’s Episcopal Church, where 
the two were briefly but impressively made one 
by the Rev. F. W. Adams. Only the Rector's 
family were present, and vows of strictest 
secrecy were placed upon all. 
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LAWYERS WANT RELIEF. 

NEw-ORLEANS, Noy. 14.—This afternoon 
Judges Tissot, Monroe, and Voorhies sat en bane 
in Division A, at the request of almost the entire 
Bar, who wished to lay a complaint before them. 
Judge Houston, who is ill in New-York, has been 


granted an additional leave of absence 60 days 
by Gov. McEnery, and the consequence is that 
all cases allotted to Division 8, presided over 
by Judge Houston, cannet be tried, and 
litigants are made to suffer’ thereby. 
This is especially the case in man- 
damus prohibition and snccession matters 
where writs and orders are required. Several 
plans were suggested as remedies for the evil. 
Tt was proposed that the allotment of 
new cases be mnde only among the four 
Judges who are now in the city, and 
that the cases now pending before Judge Hous- 
ton be also reallotted. The Judges sitting en 
banc took the matter under advisement, request- 
ing the lawyers to produce some authority which 
would warrant them in doing as requested. 
Itis believed by many that the alloting,among 
four Judges would be aviolation of the compli- 
cated provisions of the Constitution, which says 
that the Civil District Court shall consist of five 
Judges. Inthe meantime the hardship is with 
the lawyers and litigants. 
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THREE MEN SHOT. 
MONTREAL, Nov. 14.—Two men walked 
into Joe Beef’s canteen to-night, and drawing 
revolvera from their pockets commenced firing 


indiscriminately among a crowd of men 
who were drinking there. Three men 
dropped, and a _ bullet passed through 
tke hair of Joe Beet’s wife, who 
was behind the bar. Daniel Woods was 
shot through the shoulder, Henry Irving was 
shot in the left temple and the ball passed 
through the back of his head, and 
James Conovan received a ball close to the 
heart. The men cleared out and have not yet 
been captured. Irving and Conovan are In & 
precarious condition. There was no provoca- 
tion for the outrage. 
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LOSSES BY FIRE. 


A disastrous conflagration occurred in Green- 
ville, Texas, yesterday, resulting in the complete 
loss of the Texas Compress Association’s cotton 
compress and the destruction of 3,000 bales of cot- 
ton in the compress and in the cotton yards 
adjoining. Eight cars loaded with cotton standing 
on the switch adjacent to the cotton press platiorm 
were burned. The conpress cost $70,000 and was 
one of the best in the State. The cotton and cars 
were the loss of the Missouri Pacific Railway Com- 
pany. The total loss will be $250,000. The origin 
of the fire is unknown. 


The principal losses in the fire of Saturday 
night at St. Peter, Minn., were as follows: First 
National Bank building. $12,000; J. A. Lamberton, 
$30,000; William Klein. $12,000; O. Anderson, 
$14,000; C. Alundson, $10,000; Commercial Hotel, 
$15,000; Northwestern, $12,000; G, N. Steinke, 
$12,000. Other smaller Josses swell the total to 
$160,000, on which there is only partial insurance. 


The three-story building at South Framing- 
ham, Mass., owned bv James P, Lee and occupied by 
James P. Lee & Co., grocers and provision dealers, 
on the ground floor, and tenants in the upper stories, 
was damaged $3,000 by fire yesterday, including 
stock and furniture. 


The breaker of George H. Meyers & Co., near 
Hazelton, Penn,, was destroyed by fire yesterday. 
It issupposed that it was of incendiary origin. Loss, 
$30,000; partially insured.

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JUDGE SMITH DEAD. 


END OF THE PROPRIETOR OF 
WELL-KNOWN ROAD HOUSE. 
Ex-Judge William E. Smith died about 
10 o’clock last night. His wife, son, and daugh- 
ter, and Miss R. G. Brewster were with him at 
the time. He was conscious up to the last. and 
early in the evening had several of his old em- 
ployes called up stairs and bade them good-bye. 
Judge Smith’s road hovse in Jerome-ave- 
nue, near One Hundred and Sixty-sevenih- 
sjreet, has been for many years cne 
of the institutions of New-York, and 


visitors from all partsof the world have been 
taken there by their friends, and have made the 
acquaintance of the genial host. It was a fa- 
vorite stopping place with such old-time road- 
goers as Commodore Vanderbilt and his cronies, 
for the cooking was always good ana the 
liquors and cigars were the best that could 
be purchased. Of late years it has be- 
come a resort for members of tae theatrical 
profession who, especially in the sleighing 
times, have been wont to drive there for late 
suppers, which have almost invariable dragged 
along until the dawn began to creep over the 
Long [sland hills. 

Judge Smith was born at Haverstraw June 2, 
1822, and, coming to New-York when quite 
young, found employment ina drug house. He 
became interested in politics, and, being a Whig, 
made the acquaintance of David Broderick, who 
was afterward murdered by Judge Terry in 
California, while a Senator from that State. 
Through the friendship of Broderick he soon be- 
same & prominent figure in the polities of the 
old Ninth Ward and was appointed Clerk 
of the Jefferson Market Court. He held 
this position from 1848 to 1862. When the 
Whig Party went to pieces he took an active 
partin the’formation of the Republican Party, 
and, in 1862, was elected a Civil Justice on its 
ticket. In 1868 he was renomuinated, and, not- 
withstanding his refusal to be a candidate, was 
kept on the ticket and beaten. 

He then purchased the small two-story house 
which formed the nucleus of his present hand- 
some place, and set to work to build up a trade. 
It came rapidly, and “‘ Judge Smuith’s” soon be- 
came known far ana wide forits good cheer and 
respectable character. During the 18 years 
he has kept the house he has contined himself 
closely to business, taking only one vacation, 
when he made ashort trip through the South. 
At the time the Collins Line of steam- 
ers was at the height of prosperity he 
kept the Union Hotel, in Hudson-street, but sold 
out whea the Government took the mail contract 
from the line. He was twice married. By his 
tirst wife, a Miss Coe, of Haverstraw, he had 
three children, two of whom, Charles C. Smith 
and ¢Mrs. W. O. Fancher, are still living. His 
second wife, who survives him, was Mrs. Sarah 
Ann Reed, widow of Alanson Reed, and a sister 
e ~ sa cnc Jacob L. Dodge, of the Ninth 
Yard.

ITS REACH AND RAPAOITY 


AGAIN DEMONSTRATED. 

“ THE TIMES'S” EDITORIAL ON THE SUB- 
JECT CAUSES ANXIETY ON THE PART 
OF THE MONOPOLIES. 

The matter-of-fact way in which THE 
Times of yesterday, in its editorial columns, 
pounded the American Bell Telephone Company 
and its grasping offspring for their cold- 
blooded attack upon the pockets of their sub- 
scribers formed the basis of two short adaresses 
made yesterday before the legislative commit- 
tee that is investigating the methods of tele- 
phone companies in New-York State. The first 
of these was made by H. L. Storke, who is Secre- 
tary and Treasurer of tbs Hudson River Tele- 
phone Company and an officer of several 
other telephone companies. He read that 
portion of the editorial which showed 


how enormously large the net earnings of the 
Westchester Telephone Company were in pro- 
portion to the actual cost of the property. The 
correct but unfeeling method of calculation 
adopted by Tur TIMES was liable, in Mr. Storke’s 
opinion, toinjure the telephone business. The 
second address was made by ex-Congressman 
Camp, who appeared before the committees as a 
sort of counsel-in-chief for all the telephons 
companies investigated by the committee during 
its sittings in this city. The burden of his com- 
plaint was not unlike that of Mr. Storke, and 
when he had finished, Chairman Ainsworth said 
the committee would be governed by the evi- 
dence in making its report. 

The company under tire yesterday was the 
Hudson River Telephone Company, which, ac- 
cording to Mr. Storke’s testimony of Saturday, 
owned the Westchester Telephone Company. 
Though apparently a willing witness, Mr. Storke 
experienced much difficulty in giving the com- 
mittee the information it needed. The affairs of 
the two companies—the Hudson River and the 
Westchester—were as hard to disentangle as 14 
conversations on the same wire, and early in the 
investigation it became manifest that there was 
an extraordinary difference between the cost of 
the plantand the figure at which it was capi- 
talized. With the investigation of the Hudson 
River Telephone Company the committee 
.osed its session in this city for the time being. 

¢ will sit at Rochester and Utica and willreturn 
to New-York on Dee, 7. 

The Hudson River Telephone Company was 
erganized on April 27, 1883, with James Bigler 
as President, Dexter A. Smith Vice-President, 
Henry L. Storke Secretary and Treasurer, and 
Andrew B. Uline as General Manager. The 
capital stock on the day of organization was 
$50,000. On the following day it increased its 
tapital stock to $2,000,000, 

For what purpose? 

It purchased the Commercial Telephone Com- 
pany, of Albany, for $75,084 76; the Construc- 
tion Telephone Company, (Schenectady Ex- 
change,) $11,200 32; New-York and Vermont, 
$11,745 46; Amsterdam and other Exchanges, 
(1,097 stations,) $109,700; 600 miles of pole 
lines, valued at $100 a mile, $60,000; and 400 
miles of extra wire, valued at $10 a mile, 
$4,000, These amounts foot up $271,730 54. 
There was paid for the Westchester 
Company $75,000, and into the construction 
account of that company $73,056 90. By the 
sale of stock there was in the treasury about 
the time ofits organization $147,030, and by a 
subsequent sale of stock $86,850 was realized. 
All these amounts form a total of $653,667 44, 
from whieh Mr. Storke deducted $39,167 52 of 
net earnings of the Westchester Company, which 
reduced the total to $614,499 92, 

Mr, Storke having stated on Saturday that 
$150,000 1n stock had been issued for the pur- 
chase of the Westchester Company and that he 
had paid only $75,000 for the company, he was 
asked to explain why $150,000 of stock had been 
issued to pay for a property which cost only 
$75,000. He said that the difference between 
$75,000 and $150,000 went out of the construc- 
tion account of the Westchester Company. 

THe TiMes’s reporter asked Chairman Ains- 
worth to state the difference between the actual 
cost of the Hudson. River Telephone Company’s 
property and its capita} stock, 

He wrote the following answer: “ When the 
stock was issued the property purchased was 
valued at $271,730 54. There was afterward 
issued $150,000 stock to purchase the West- 
chester property, vaiued at $75,000. There was 
realized upon the issue of stock in cash $233,- 
S80. The total amount of stock issued was 
$1,859,850.” 

Lawyer Camp put his footin it at this point. 
There was something that ought to be explained, 
he thought. Had not the American Bell Com- 
pany surrendered some of its stock } 

Mr. Storke felt constrained to admit that it 
had done nothing of thesort. That company 
was to get 35 per cent. of the issue of the Hud- 
son River Company’s stock, but it got $700,000, 
and as the Hudson River Company issued 
$140,000 less tban $2,000,000, the Bell Com- 
pany owes it 35 per cent. of $140,000, It was 
discovered during the investigation that Mr, 
Storke considered the Westchester Company the 
property of the Hudson River Company, though 
the Metropolitan Company held $100,000 (one- 
third) of the Westchester Company’s stock. 
“Now if you count the Westchester Company as 
the property of the Hudson River Company,” 
said Chairman Ainsworth, * President Cutler, of 
the Metropolitan, will kick.’’ 

* On, [ won’t kick,” said Mr. Cutler, smiling 
broadly. 

Every onein the room smiled in sympathy, 
feeling that all the telephone companies formed 
# sort of happy family that lived off the com- 
munity and not upon the community. 

The company earned in eight months of 1883 
$38,063 34, against expenses of $15,114 74; 
1884, $146,179 98, against $86,352 97; 1885, 
$172,804 93, against $115,106 85; 1886, $187,- 
‘563 85, against $124,464 60,and for six months 
of 1887 1t earned $94,235 06, against expenses 
of 362,960 O8. 

Its dividends amounted to, in 1884, $66,910; 
in 1885, $49,270 49; in 1886, $68,846 98, and 
for six months of 1887, $34,795 12. 

Its average net earnings per year have been 
$56,372 40; its dividends for four years and two 
months, $219,822 59, and its average annual 
dividend, $52,757 535. 

“For how many years wouldthe Hudson River 
Company's contract with the Beli Company run?” 
This question caused a general smile; so did the 
answer. The latter was: ‘ The contract is per- 
petual.” 

* Did not the Hudson River Company expect to 
pay royalty after the expiration of the Bell pat- 
ents? If not, why not?’ 

** Well,” said Mr, Storke, “sucha condition of 
affairs seems to suggest a contest between 
equity and law.” He also saidthat hiscompany 
had satisfied its subscribers that they obtained 
the best possible service for the money, $5 a 
month rental and a further charge for extra 
mileage. Telephone stock, he said, was not as 
high-priced as it had been. Two years ago the 
Hudson River Company’s stock sold at $90. It 
had sold as low as $55. He considered it worth 
about $60 now. 

William A, Hovey, an expert, and employs of 
the American Bell Telephone Company, said the 
capital stock of the company was $10,000,000. 
It was probable that the company held from 
$15,000,000 to $20.000,000 of stock in local 
telephone companies and had 175,000 instru- 
ments in use. He explained the puints covered 
by Bell’s patents, and closed the investigation 
yesterday.

Boussod, Valadon & Co., successors to Goupil &

avenue. There are no show windows in which 
the superior pictures are conspicuously dis- 
played, but over the entrance at the top of the 
stoop is simply the name of the firm and that of 
Mr. Goupil, who has retired from business at 
an advanced age. The front parlor on the first 
tioor is tastefully furnished with a carpet of 
subdued shade, several arm chairs. and a table 
With copies of the books on art whieh the firm 
publishes, while a few paintings adorn the 
walis. The middle and further rooms have 
a blue carpet, with three or four paintings 
on the wails, a large painting, “*The Return of 
Spring,” by Bouguereau, leaning against the wall, 
and near it ** La Baratte use,” (the milk ehurner,) 
by J. F. Millet, which the firm lately loaned 
for exhibition to the Union League Club. A few 
more paintings are exhibited upon the walls, but 
more are simply standing with the face of the 
picture toward the wall.

For 40 years he had butted his luck 
and ingenuity against all kinds of risks, Some- 
times he was rich and at times he had to borrow 
to meet his losses, but whether his tide was high 
orlow his happy, buoyant disposition never 
changed. Heseemed to have hope enough to 
see a bright future beyond any reverse, how- 


ever serious. In 1872 he made a calculation of 
his fortune and found himself worth easily 
above all liabilities $500,000. 

Kelley bad started life asa circus manager, 
He was interested with Barnum and other noted 
managers at one time or another, and did a good 
dealinthat lige on Lis own account, Making 
money, he put other irousin the tire. Anything 
that promised a profit caught hisfancy. About 
1875 he found himself cramped for money. His 
investments were not doing well, and in efforts 
to better himseif he plunged deeper in debt. 
Then his creditors began to push him, He kept 
his head bravely above water uniil 1877, when 
a creditor swooped down upon a circus com- 
pany in which Mr. Kelley had a major interest 
and which was then traveling in Georgia, and 
sold it out to satisfy a chattel mortgage. 
The outfit for the circus had cost about 
$200,000. It realized $10,000 or $11,000. This 
blow crushed him and he went into bankruptcy. 
For several years past he has imwportuned bis 
Assignee, William Forse Scott, to try to collect 
some of the money due him. In many cases 
elaims were outlawed. In ethers, Mr. Scott dis- 
covered that they were faulty. At last he de- 
cided to offer some of his claims at auction. 
Four of these where either outlawed or worth- 
less, The other was 40 shares of Keely Motor 
stock. 

Less than a score of people gathered at the 
auction stand of Leviness & Brown when the 
claims were offered yesterday. There was no 
bid on the first claim. The first and second were 
offered togetner, but failed also to provokea bid, 
as did the first three together. When the first 
four were put up, including the 40 shares of 
Keely Motor, there was 2 reluctant bid of $5 for 
the four. No one raised the bid, and the claims 
were knocked down. Then the bidder refused to 
take them, and William A. Albert, a lawyer, of 
71 Broadway, assumed the delinquent’s place 
and offer. Mr. Albert bought the last claim for 
$25. The five claims, which once represented to 
Mr. Kelley quite $40,000, had gone for the piti- 
ful sum of $30—not enough to pay the costs of 
the sale. 


FOUR GREAT PROBLEMS. 


A BAPTIST MINISTER ON CERTAIN 
THREATENING DANGERS. 

The Rev. Dr. H. G. Mason, of Brooklyn, 
addressed the Baptist ministers on ‘“‘ Law and 
Religion” yesterday, his discourse being devoted 
to the solution of the four problems, Prohibition, 
Romanism, Polygamy, and Anarchy. He fa- 
vored legal prohibition notasa religious meas- 
ure, but because ‘“‘drankard making is a viola- 
tion of the law.”’ As to the treatment of Roman- 
ism, Dr. Mason said: ‘‘Americans are free to 
worship whom they please. God or mammox.” 
The law only steps in, he thought, when an ele- 
ment of church polity became menacing to the 
principles upon which the Government stands 
in its constitutionaliaw. ‘‘ Romanists have no 
special rights in this country. however. They 
have equalrights. Why chase down treason in 
the army, navy, Cabinet, and Senate, ana at the 
same time allow it to existin the rankest form 
in ecclesiastical bodies.’”” He quoted the Arch 
bishop of St. Louis as saying: ‘If Catholics 
éver gain—which they will—au Immense numer- 
icai majority, religious freedom will be at an 
end.” 

Polygamy was condemned, not on account of 
its religion, but on account of its attack ou the 
monogamy sanctioned by law. For anarehy Dr. 
Mason accounted by ignorance. ‘‘Anarchists,” 
he said, *‘ are nearly always foreigners who come 
here as a rebound from the tyranny of the Old 
World, and expecting to find absolute freedom. 
When disappointed they resist.” There should 
be no sentimental feeling for the Anarchists 
who were hanged. By their principles all law 
would be overtnrown, and we could do no bet- 
ter than “hasten their journey to eternity.” 


OARPENTER STILL MISSING. 


LES 
CREDITORS AND VICTIMS MAKING THEIR 
LOSSES KNOWN. 

George Haywood Carpenter, whose swath 
asa professional organizer was so narrow in its 
possibilities that he resorted to forgery, is still 
among the missing. Mr. Brower, his manager, 
was busy clearing out Carpenter’s offices in the 
Aldrich Building yesterday. He saia Carpenter 
last visited the effices Oct. 28, the day after the 
arrest of Mullory, his ageut at the Brookside 
Knitting Mill at Troy, and ransacked the safe of 
ali the papers of any value that wereinit. Mr. 
Brower agreed with Carpenter’s other victims 


that the fugitive could hot have escaped with 
much money, as he lived expensively and must 
have spent about ali his current receipts. Car- 
penter’s wife has gone to her father. 

Carventer’s friend, Stokes, to whom he sold 
$5,000 of Salicylica Company stock for cash, 
ana J. B. Conkling, of whom he bought 
a thirty-seven-thousand-doliar house in 8B8t. 
Louis, paying for the same in stock, 
xot judgments against him yesterday by 
default. & Webber Parker, who patented the 
paper stock disinfectant and became the Pres- 
ident of the company formed to use it, said 
yesterday that he believed Carpenter sometimes 
claimed te be the company’s Secretary, butin 
fact never got closer to the management than as 
a member of the Board of Directors. As the 
company accomplished nothing after the light 
of publicity was shed upon it, it mattered little 
what Carpenter’s relation waa to it if he was 
able to get outin season. Mr. Parker said that 
by various means Carpenter managed to get into 
his debt about $12,000, Winslow 8S. Fierce, Jr., 
who was Carpenter’s adviser, repudiated him 
yesterday, saying that he had acted for him 
merely in certain civil cases, of course wholly 
ignorant that Carpenter was doing anything of 
@ criminal nature. 


SOUGHT SAFETY 


GOFF ASSAULTED AND CHASED BY 

KITTY M’KERNAN’S FATHER. 

Dr. Goff was tried yesterday at the Police 
Court in Stapleton, Staten Island, on a charge of 
lareeny preferred by James McKernan, who tes- 
tified to the fact that certain articles of furni- 
ture had been removed from his residence and 
ultimately spirited away to New-York by the 
defendant. William Van Clief, the express agent 
of St. George, who took the furniture to 34 Last 
Eighth-street, New-York, said that previous to 
the time when he had found the order to express 


the goods on his call book he met Dr. Goff, who 
said that he had some goods at the Winchester 
House which he wanted to have taken away. 
After some further evidence of an unimportant 
character the people rested. 

The jury brought in a verdict of not guilty and 
Dr. Gotf would have been triumphant had he 
not lingered on the sidewalk outside the court 
room to enjoy his success in the court. While 
he was assuring bystanders that he had not 
wronged McKernan’s daughter the old man ran 
up and slapped him heavily on the shoulder, fol- 
lowing up the assault by a torrent of abuse. Dr, 
Goff turned a pale green. The spectators cheered 
and urged McKernan “to lick him.” “Tf you 
need help, we'll kelp you,” cried one. Thus en- 
eouraged, McKernan redoubled his expletives 
and was fast working himself into a slugging 
humor, when the doctor, with coattails stream- 
ing behind, wisely betook himself to flight in the 
direction of the police station. There he re- 
mained, not daring to show his nose without the 
door until he was escorted to the train by a Ser- 
geantand an officer in full club and uniform.

THE MAYOR TO HEALTH OFFICER SMITH. 

Concerning the matter of establishing a 
proper quarantine, as relating especially to 
preventing cholera from obtaining a footing in 
this country, about which considerable corre- 
spondence has been published, Mayor Hewitt 


yesterday wrote to Health Officer William M. 
Simith in answer to a communication from that 
official written in response to a previous letter 
from the Mayor. Mr. Hewitt objects to che in- 
sinuation in Dr. Smith’s letter that he (the 
Mayor) ‘ places the gratification of individual 
or partisan spleen above’ the performance of 
public duty.” He says he is at a loss to under- 
stand how his{pertormance of his duty could pos- 
sibly be set dcewn to partisan motives. The 
Mayor is anxious, he says, to have the present 
Quarantine station put in the best possibile con- 
dition, and will do everything in his power to 
effect such purpose. He hopes Dr. Smith will 
give the committee appointed by the Academy 
of Medicine to examine the establishment and 
report as to the probable cost of improving it 
every facility to do their work, and assures Dr. 
Smith that he will urge upon the next Legis- 
lature the importance of any recommendation 
which the committee may make. 

Mayor Hewitt aiso wrote to President Bayles, 
of the Board of Health, inclosing Dr. Smith’s 
last letter, with the request that it be submitted 
to the committee mentioned. 

* When the report is received,” the Mayor con- 
cludes. ‘I will be glad to have you formulate, 
with the aid of the Counsel to the Corporation, 
such legislation asin your judgment will be re- 
quired in order to protect this city as far as pos- 
sible from tha ‘anger of infection and con- 
tagion.” 


IN FLIGHT. 


DR. 


EXPERI ENGINEERS STRONG- 
LY FAVORING 11. 
LOOKING DEEPLY INTO THE PROJECT 
AND GIVING THEIR REASONS IN A 

REPORT TO BE SUBMITTED. 


There will soon be a meeting of the Board 
of Street Openings and {mprovements, which is 
composed of Mayor Hewitt, Controller Loew, 
Public Works Commissioner Newton, President 
Beekman, of the Board of Aldermen, and Pres- 
ident Borden of the Department of Public 
Parks, at which itis expected that areport on 
the proposed Elm-street improvement will be 
made by the committee ot the board which has 
the matterin charge. At the instance of Mayor 
Hewitt the committee was instructed to obtain 
the reports of various engineers on these two 
propositions: 


1. The extension of Elm.street to Fonrth-avenns, 
at Ninth-street, making the thoroughfare 80 feet 
wide for its full length. 

2. To extend Centre-street, from Broome-street, to 
Lafayette-place and Fourth-avenue. 

Among the engineers consulted were Charles 
E. Emory, of the American Society of Mechanical 
Engineers, and Gen. George 8. Greene, of the 


American Society of Civil Engineers, The sub- 
stance of their recommendations have been 
made public in advance of their approval by the 
city authorities. 

Both the engineers favor the Elm-street proj- 
ect and discard the Center-street plan. ‘There is 
a difference of opinion, however, as to what the 
width of the new Elm-street Should be, one 
thinking that it should be 100 feet wide and the 
other thinking that it should be 80 feet. Itis 
considered that the Elm-street project will best 
relieve Broadway, above Chambers-street, of at 
least a portion of the heavy trafiie thereon. The 
engineers, however, have gone deeper into it 
than either the Mayor or Mr. Beekman ever 
thought of going. They have looked at the 
question ina broad light, and have sought not 
only to relieve Broadway above Chambers- 
street, but to relieve ‘the congested tratlic” of 
lower Broadway. 

To accomplish this purpose, it was first pro- 
posed to widen Nassau or William streets, car- 
rying the widened Elm-street down in front of 
the New-York ana Brooklyn Bridge, and con- 
nected with either Nassau or William streets. 
The engineers think that to widen Nassau-street 
would be too expensive, while William-street is 
too far frem Broadway to be entitled to any 
great consideration, Neither of these first pro- 
posed plans being acceptable, the engineers 
have concluded to favor the cutting through of 
a street, SO feet in width from the Brooklyn 
Bridge, through a part of French’s Hotel, and 
through the blocks about midway between Will- 
jam and Nassau streets to either Maiden-lane or 
Liberty-street. 

The members of the Board of Street Openings 
and Improvements are generally in favor of the 
reports of the engineers. Mayor Hewitt will 
not commit himself either for or against the 
plan. He wants tosee the reports first. Gen. 
Newton is in favor of eutting a wide street 
threugh tue block on the west side below Cham- 
bers-street or College-place, or of widening 
Church street. This matter will also be consid- 
ered by the full board when it meets. 

Henry C. Stetson is the authorized representa- 
tive in this matterfor petitioners like Henry 
Hilton, Eugene Kelly, Tiffany & Co., John Jacob 
Astor, Elias 8. Higgins, Orlando B. Potter, the 
Bleecker-Street Savings Bank, the Manhattan 
Savings Institution and the New-York Life In- 
surance Company. ‘*f am very much pleased,” 
he said, yesterday, ‘with the great interest, edi- 
torial and otherwise taken in the proposed im- 
provement. Everybody at all familiar with the 
subject appreciates the importance of widening 
Elm-street and furnishing a remedy for the over- 
crowded thoroughfares, particularly Broadway. 
The entire matter is now receiving carefui and 
necessary consideration by the Beard of Street 
Openings, the members of which, I assume, 
will act wisely when they do. It is quite 
natural fer the petitioners for whom [ am acting 
to beimpatient and anxious. They realize very 
keenly, from their experience of the past four 
years, that should the matter not be acted upon 
by the present board it will necessitate the 
education, if I may put it so, of those who are 
to enter the board after January. 

“The time for action is less taan short. The 
last month in the yearis close at hand, and we 
are about to see an important change in the 
composition of the board. It is certain that 
President Beekman and Controller Loew will re- 
tire. If the matter is not acted upon soon it is 
feared that it will go over, if for no 
other reason than that the time between 
now and Jan. 1 is generally engaged by 
other important considerations. Our Mayor 
is always busy, and the department heads 
have reports to make up and other urgent duties 
that claim attention. Should the danger pointed 
out not be averted,is it unreasonable to sup- 
pose that holding-over members of the Board of 
Street Openings will be bored with wearisome 
hearings to acquaint incoming officials with the 
facts now before the board? I feel that such an 
event would be regretted as much by Mayor 
Hewitt and his associates as by the petition- 
ers, I think that great credit should 
be given the present board, especially 
Mayor Hewitt, for the intelligent attention 
which has been given to the important improve- 
ment. There is no reason, so far as I caw sea, 
why, in the absence of any material opposition 
on the part of the public, the matter should not 
be definitely settled before the municipal year 
ends. In view of all the circumstances, [ don't 
think it unreasonable to expect definite action 
before December. 

“The proposed opening of Elm-street appears 
to meet with the favor of the board, and Lam 
pleased to hear that the improvement does not 
stop there, but will probably be extended below 
and in connection with the Brooklyn Bridge 
in accordance with the: suggestions made by the 
civil and mechanical engineers to a point, per- 
have as far aes Liberty-street. If this exten- 
sion is recommended as entirely practical, why 
should not the line be further carried to Wall- 
street? It would damage nothing but the old 
Assay Office, and that is regarded by many asa 
nuisanee which cannot be abated too soon. This 
improvement, the extension of the Elm-street 
widening, would, of course, provide anew im- 
provement in the great arteries of the metrop- 
olis which would be appreciated more in the 
future than in the present by the already over- 
crowded and growing Wall-street inter- 
ests. It will also provide for the relief 
of the traflic congestion so forcibly de- 
scribed by Mayor Hewitt. Should it 
be necessary to iniprove avenues weat of Broad- 
way to further relieve this congestion the public 
would heartily support the proposition. Any- 
thing reasonable that tends to give thecity addi- 
tional facilities for transit north and south will 
be more than repaid tuto the Treasury by the 
increase of values along the routes, 

“To keep pace with our rapid growth we 
should neglect no opportunity to provide for it 
while possible. If Nassau-street, for instance, 
had been widened as it should have been, and 
which is now impossible, the proposed exten- 
sion of Elm-strest below the bridge and City 
Hall would not now be necessary. Let us not, 
now that the golden opportunity offers, make 
another blunder. By all means let the contem- 
plated improvements be made, if not for the 
present, for future generations. Those who are 
to succeed us willthen give to thosein authority 
due credit for long-sighted wisdom and a large 
stock of commen sense.”

HOW CRIMINALS ESCAPE, 

Mayor Hewitt yesterday wrote to District 
Attorney Martine appropos of the bail question, 
requesting a statement showing the total num- 
ber of cases of felony which were pending in 
that office for a period of five years preceding 
Nov. 11, 1887. Mr. Martine had already sent 


the Mayor astatement showing that the num- 
ber of untried bail cases 1n two years was 4,898, 
and his Honor points out that in such cases 
which existed prior to November, 1885, the per- 
sons who gave bail have, under the two-year 
limitation law, escaped trial altogether. The 
Mayor thinks that either there should be more 
Grand Juries to dispose of these cases or that 
the present Grand Jury should devote mure 
time toits work. He closes his letter thus: 


“Your great experience ought to enable you to 
make some practical suggestions for the cure of this 
evil, which is sapping the very foundations of sovie- 
ty 1m this city. invite to it your careful attention, 
aud I request that you will make such recommenda- 
tions in the matter as your reflections and your ex- 
perience may have discovered.
